THE LATEST IRE^OPtTS 


Washington, Feb. 12.—Indications for 
the South Atlantic aro slightly warmer, 
fair weather, uortheaat to southeast winds, 
lower barometer. 

For the Western Gulf, light rains, gen¬ 
erally cloudy weather, oast to south winds, 
shifting to northerly by Wednesday morn¬ 
ing, colder weather and higher barometer. 

For the Tennessee and the Ohio val¬ 
ley, GENERALLY CLOUDY WEATHER AND 
RAIN, NORTHEAST TO SOUTHEAST WINDS, 
SHIFTING TO NORTHERLY, FALLING FOL¬ 
LOWED BY RISING BAROMETER, SLIGHTLY 
COLDER WEATHER IN THE WEST PORTIONS, 
NEARLY STATIONARY TEMPERATURE IN THE 
EAST PORTIONS. * 

For the Lower Lake region, threatening 
weather, mill or snow, winds generally 
northeast, falling barometer, slight rise in 
temperature Tuesday, colder weather 
Wednesday. 

In the Upjier Lake region, cloudy, snow 
or raiu, northeast to northwest winds, be¬ 
coming variable in the northern portions, 
falling followed by rising barometer; colder 
weather Wednesday morning. 

In the Upper Mississippi valley, light rains 
and snow, generally colder and partly cloudy 
weather, followed in the northern portkns 
by rising temperature, falling barometer 
Wednesday morning, north to cast winds. 

In the Missouri valley, light snow, partly 
cloudy weather, northerly winds, becoming 
variable, generally lower barometer, falling 
followed during the night by rising tempera¬ 
ture.

COMPLETE REPORTS 

OF THE DEPREDATIONS IN AND AROUND THE 
CITIES OK THE FALLS. 

The Falls cities have a dreary prospect to 
face. The river, after remaining stationary 
a few hours, began rising aguiu Sunday 
nigut. It cuine up slowly at first, a fraction 
of an inch per hour, nnd so stealthily and 
imperceptibly tuat it passed unnoticed by 
all save the watchful eyes of the old river 
men, whose senses have been sharpened 
by years of observation of the 
treacherous stream. The fractions of an inch 
were added and multiplied as tho hours 
went ou. fctep by step the water crept for¬ 
ward from one vanquished stronghold to an¬ 
other. As surely and as secretly as death it 
rofca each; passing hour lent it momentum, 
till finally it threw off it* disguise and 
Haunted its muddy waves in glee at the pros¬ 
pect of its deeds. Its niad-iike creep was 
changed to a defiant progression that seemed 
race-horse speed to those unprotected people 
whose bouses are within it* grasp. 

It crept on, aud by B:2o o’clock last even¬ 
ing it stood in exactly three feet of the mark 
lelt by last year's llood. At 7 o'clock yes¬ 
terday morning it was 40 feet 0 inches. 
At 2:25 o’clock P. M. it marked 41 feet 
and one iucb, and at 9:25 tho 
gauge on the canal showed 41 feet and 6 
inches. This is exactly 3 feet less than that 
of lost year, aud Us rise of inches an 
hour will soon make it the equal. Every¬ 
where, almost, the Signal Service reports 
that the rain has been general. The outlook 
for the futuro is tho gloomiest. There can 
no longer be any doubt that a flood whose 
like has never been known, is to be here in a 
few hours. 

Tho weather yesterday was most unprom¬ 
ising. It rained bard iu the morning until 
about 12 o’clock, when it slackened up luto 
a tine, drizzling mist. Later in the evening 
a fog of remarkable density, which 
hid the light in the City Hall tower at half a 
square’s distance, came down. The street- 
lamps burned faintly in the clogged atmos¬ 
phere. and the dense mist was plainly visible, 
it was impossible to see more than half a 
square ahead, and the streets presented a 
singular appearance. 

The heavy rains on the Ohio have not ex¬ 
tended to the interior of the State. A re¬ 
porter met several gentlemen at the different 
hotels last evening, and most of thorn ex¬ 
pressed surprise at the high water here. 

Mr. J. R. Armour, of Caniuor, a small 
town of Green river, said that that stream 
was not very high. 

“It got up level with its banks two or three 
days ago,” said he, “but last night it fell 
something like eight or ten feet, and it was 
still foiling when 1 left home this morning. 
The amount of raiu has not boon excessive 
with us.” 

Homo gentlemen from Logan county, who 
were at tho Phcrnix Hotel, said that tho 
rams bad not beeu remarkable in that sec 
tion. None of their watercourses had been 
excessively swollen, and no damage of 
consequence done. 

The different streams on the L. and X. 
railroad, between this city and Green river, 
are reported as very much swollen by tho 
heavy rains. 

ABOVE FIR8T STREET. 

At tho foot of First street the waves heat 
against the curbstone at the northwest cor 
uer of the freight depot at 5 o’clock, nnd the 
wagon* had to pass through water over the 
wheel-hubs to get on the ferry-dock. Stag¬ 
ing was arranged for pedestrians at the enst 
end of the dock, but union another lauding 
place is found vehicles can not get to the 
ferryboat this morning. The advance of the 


water was watched closely at Brook street 
and all the crossings above. The track is 
still firm along the fill, but the embankment 
was washing badly at several places, and it 
is probable trains can not be run this morn¬ 
ing. The two main track* were still about a 
foot above water, but the switch track* that 
lead to the freight depot are under water. 

A dam waa couseructed in Brook street, just 
below Washington, to keep the water out of 
Kennedy’s coal-yard, but after the water 
reached it there was doubt as to its strength 
and durability. The Bremaker-Moore Paper 
Company had a large force at work building 
a barrier around tho paper-mill from a point 
on First street down to the railroad, thenco 
aloug it to Brook street and through it to 
Washington. Heavy timbers, weighted 
down with grauite blocks, were laid on top 
of each other and a dirt dam thrown up on 
tho outside, and, with good calking, it may 
bo made tight enough to keep the water 
out of the mill. At points above, many 
who had considered the rise about over 
a day or two ago were moving prop¬ 
erty out of reach of the new rise. 
At the pork warehouses that border on the 
low ground in Butchertown, moving was 
going on briskly. Jarvis & Cp. removed 
their stock to a place of safety, and D. 
Franz & Co. were running cars loaded with 
heavy material out on tneir tan-yard switch 
to hold it down. The water was within five 
inches of the grate-bars in the furnace, and 
by this moving they will not be able to stnrt 
a lire. At the G&s-works arrangements 
were completed to keep the water from fill¬ 
ing the* pipes, aud Superintendent Rankin 
said that he could stand four feet more of 
water without inconvenience, unless somo 
unforseem difficulty arose. Tho houses in 
the flooded regions are beginning to be 
jostled by the waters and leaving their 
foundations. Thera was great anxiety 
among those remaining in their houses to 
hear the news about a conimiution of the 
rise, and many of them came ashore to 
gather information. 

MOVING FROM FIRST STREET. 

At midnight all the passenger coaches and 
the contents of the baggage department at 
the depot at the foot of First street were be¬ 
ing removed to the Southoll-street depot. 
Railroad iron was placed on the platforms 
around tho depot to hold them down, and 
everything was being prepared for ail inun¬ 
dation equal to last year, though the Know¬ 
ing ones insisted that the water would 
not come so high. Work was kept up on the 
dam around the B re maker- Moore paper mill 
until II o’clock, when it was considered suf¬ 
ficiently substantial to keep out a three-foot 
additional rise. The pump* were kept at 
work pumping out the water that had seoped 
in. 

A TUMBLING HOUSE. 

The fire alarm from box 14, at 7 o’clock 
la^t night, called the department to a scene 
of tbu liveliest commotion on Campbell 
street, south of Broadway. A two-story 
frame bouse in Hall & Eddy’* row, occupied 
by the families of John Smith and Bob May- 
field, began to tumble, a* if it wa* agitated 
by an earthquake, and before the ocunpunts 
could get out it slipped from its foundation 
and fell about six feet. All the housvs in 
tuw rear were built on po^ts in low ground, 
so as to be up on a level with the street, 
leaving an open space beueath. Tho flood 
of last year came up under them fro n Bear- 
grass crook, but they stood thu # And 

were considered safe. The posts wei e af¬ 
fected by the flood, and the recent rains 
loosened the dirt around them, aud last night 
the strain on them became too heavy. 

As the timbers began to crack the women 
aud children set up a scream and sought nn 
exit through the doors and windows, but be¬ 
fore they got out the house from front to 
rear slipped from the support* and went 
down. There was fire in two or three of the 
rooms and someone thought it would be scat¬ 
tered about aud cause a conflagration and 
turned in an alarm, but strange to say, the 
ash-pans under the grates were not disturbed, 
aud not one of tho inmates was injured. 

AT BEARORASS AND BROADWAY. 

A large crowd assembled last night at the 
bridge over Beargrass crock at Broadway to 
watch the water come upover th-* street, but 
Its progress was slow aud the watching was 
tedious. The water came up through the 
traps in tho gutter, through which the street 
is drained, and by 10 o'clock had covered 
half of the sidewalk at the lowest pl/lce, but 
at the rate it was rising there was no pros- 
peot of it crossing Broadway before day¬ 
light this morning. A* the w ater rose in the 
gutter drain it looked iu the darkness like a 
continuation of the sidewalk, and os the lat¬ 
ter was crowded a lady thought she would 
take a near cut from the bridge way and 
stepped into the pool waist-deep. Her cries 
startled the crowd and came near causing a 
stampede, but a gentleman reached down 
aud lifted her out of the bath. She was very 
indignant at the Chief of Police, because he 
did not have an officer stationed at tho place 
to warn people away. 

ON BRENT STREET. 

The Louisville Oak Leather Company’s 
bark sheds oa Brent street were invaded by 
the water last night after a futile attempt to 
dam it out, and a heavy loss will be entailed. 
Brent street is lower than Broadway, and it 
was beginning to assume a watery' aspect. 
Many of the citizens who have believed for a 
day or two that they would not be molested 
will doubtless have to move out to-day. 

THE WHARF FRONT. 

The rain which fell unceasingly all the 
morning kept the crowd of victors away, 
but in the afternoon people crowded down 
every street and alley-way leaning to the 
water, and the skiffs which were rented to 
spectators were kept constantly busy. 
Owing to the elevatuou of Third street the 
river had only gotten to the corner of XV ater 
street, nnd the advances it made could be 
readily noticed there. By noon the lottery 
office, a few feet back from the corner, was 
flooded, nnd by night Lbo water was almost 
up to Price & Lucas’ vinegar works. The 
business men at this point have been 
led to believe, by the condition 
of affairs for the past few days, that their 
property was safe. An entirely new aspect 
was added to the case yesterday, however, 
and as the water crept up inch after inch 
thero wore but few to l»o found who believed 
that the flood would not exceed that of last 
yt*ar. The wholesale whisky men on Third 
street, below the llrst alley, were busy all 
day arranging a plan by which their proper¬ 
ty could be placed out of danger, and the 
larger portion of the whisky was placed in 
tho second story of buildings. In the low 
flat between Third and Second street* the 
water has turned everything to ruin, and 
some of the smaller buildings have been se¬ 
riously damaged. The rear part of R. X. 
Ewell’s cigar factory is a perfect river, aud 
the water rushes between the buildings with 
great violence. 

The Short-line depot grounds are in dan¬ 
ger of being flooded at any moment, and 
yesterday the Southern News Company re¬ 
moved all it* property from that locality. 
The railroad effect* have also beeu carried 
away, and when the water rsach^tho 
depot, which it will probably di to-night, 
it will find nothing but the empty building. 
The Jeffersonville ferry-dock ha* been re¬ 
moved just in the rear of tho freight depot, 
and & little more Vater will shut off commu¬ 


nication with it, except by means of boats. 

All along the business portion of tho river 
the alarm was greater than at any previous 
time, and the situation is indeed dishearten- 
eniog. To add to the suffering of 
the poor, the dangers and ex¬ 
posures they have been subjected 
to for a week are beginning to 
have their effect, and almost every hour new 
cases of sickness are reported. Several of 
the city physicians have been very prompt 
in answering the calls, and the best possible 
care is taken of the sufferers. Dr. Bland 
has been especially active, and wa* out in 
the rain all yesterduy morning with the life- 
savers prescribing for those in want. Dr. 
Kelley also visited a number of patients, 
and has offered his services whenever they 
are needed. In a number of instances 
the sick people refuse to leave their 
houses, although they are almost devoid of 
every comfort, and thus render their rocov- 
erv difficult. The calls for food were also 
numerous, and were promptly supplied. 
The life-savers were preparing last night to 
make an extended trip over the ent ire flood¬ 
ed district to-day, and the large barge was 
being loaded down. 

AT PORTLAND. 

The situation in Portland at 11 o’clock last 
night was alarming. A reporter paid that 
quarter a visit at that hour, and found the 
people on Rudd avenue, below Thirty-third 
street, all bard at work. The water seemed 
to rise with great rapidity, and had alreadv 
reached a point which was in the morning 
thought to be safely out of reach. At 6 
o’clock the water was within about thirty 
feet of the rear of tho houses on Thirty-third 
and Rudd avenue, but by 10 o’clock it was 
coming slowly In at the doors. Flatiz’s gro¬ 
cery, at Thirty-third and Rudd avenue, 
has already been partially suPuierged, 
nuil by daylight the ground floor is 
expected to be covered with water. 
He has built a high platform 
in his store and placed all his goods safely 
out of reach. On Thirty-fourth street the 
water was flowing freely up the gutters into 
Rudd avenue and joining the broad stretch 
of water that cumos in at Thirty-seventh 
street. To add to the discomfiture the w ater 
lias broken through at the Marion distillery 
at Thirty-first street, and w as flowiug out ou 
Rudd avenue. Tho houses oh the uorth 
side of the street are completely sur¬ 
rounded, aud the water is making its 
way slowly and surely into the bouses on the 
north side. The new engine-house is already 
iu the water, nnd tuo people in tbe adjoin¬ 
ing bou?e> are moving out as rapidly a* pos¬ 
sible. it i* thought that the flood will reach 
half way back to High avenue, and when it 
once gets over the high strip of ground there 
is no telling where it will stop. A large 
quantity of rope w'as purchased last night, 
and nearly all the houses north of Rudd ave¬ 
nue were securely anchored, to prevent their 
being torn loose from their foundations by 
the wares. 

RELIEF SUPPLIES. 

Mr. John U. Whalloa aud City Engineer 
Scow den yesterday put a movement on foot 
for the benefit of the flood-sufferers, which 
will supply a want t hat has beeu felt ever 
since tho water began lo rise. They rented 
a large store-room on Jefferson street, nearly 
opposite tbe Buckingham Theater, and will 
optm a store where food will bo distributed 
to the jioor. Mayor Jacob wn i n and 
contribute! the money for tin* enterprise ouf 
uf a fund w hich hud been set aside. In or¬ 
der to supply only those who really aro in 
need an excellent arrangemout has b»c*n 
made. Mes&rs. W halieu and Hcowden called 
on Father ikmebet in tbo afternoon and 
arranged it so the Catholic clergy in tuo city 
will work in connection with them. Eight 
priest* have been requested to send all whom 
they knew to be in need to tbe -tore, with ai* 
order, and their wants will be supplied. To 
make the arrangement more complete. Miss 
Jennie Casseday was neon and promised that 
the Flower Mission would pursue a similar 
course. 

Col. W. D. Savage will have charge of the 
store, and will bo assisted by some of the 
employes in tbe City Engineer’* office. Maj. 
Hughes will supply wagon* to transport tbe 
provisions to the quarters where they are 
needed. All those who wish to move 
their furniture or household goods 
need only make application, and the 
tire department will re^nm-i. A large ouan- 
lity of coal bus also Iweu procured, and w ill 
bo distributed iu the same waimt-r as the 
provision*. It is thought that in this way 
the wants of oil the deserving needy will bo 
supplied.

AMONG THE RAILROADS. 

THE SITUATION GROWING WORSE, AND NOT 

ONE RAY OF HOPE TO DISPEL THE 

GLOOM. 

The railroad situation was more serious 
yesterday. Fears were entertainer! that the 
flo«>d would reach the Short-line depot at 
First and tho river, and in consequence 
necessitate a closing down there. Slowly 
but surely the waters were drawing nearer 
And nearer last night, aud at the rate the 
river was rising at 10 o’clock it was thought 
t he depot would be cut off entirely by morn¬ 
ing. Workman wore busy ail afternoon 
weighting down the platform and other 
material likely to float away, and nothing 
wa- left near tho danger line that could |>os- 
sibly bo damaged by water. The flood had 
reached tbe Iroight depot, although not 
enough had entered to cause any inconve¬ 
nience in the handling of cars. Along the 
fill the situation was critical, and Mr. J. G. 
Metcalfe passed over it more than once be¬ 
fore trains wore run across. Tbo weakest 
places seemed to be at Pocahontas street 
and just back of the gas-house. At 
these points the water had in places 
covered the ties, and was slowly encroaching 
upon the rails, ready to hide them from view’. 
It will only require a few more inches of 
water to render the fill useless so far as tho 
running of trains over it is concerned. 
When this occurs, trains of the L., C. and L. 
division, and C. and U. ns wall, will be start¬ 
ed from the Houthnll street depot. Xo night 
train* are now run on the Cincinnati divis¬ 
ion, owing to a transfer which has to be 
made at F'inchtown trestle, just two miles 
west of Newport. The transfer i» made by 
wagon, and is not as disagreeable as might 


be expected, as the road run -t ost parallel 
with the turnpike on the t this point. 
Trains are backed up into T ort and pas- 
svugers taken over tbe be ~ into Cincin 
uati, where a second trans made, cars 

not being ablo to get an fcber than the 
end of the bridgo at that p« 

The L. aud X. for the S« continues to 
run regularly, no trouble now at any point 
being expected. It was reported that the 
road from Jellico to Knoxville on that divis¬ 
ion w as rendered Useless by a large landnlide, 
but uotbiug definite could be learned about 
it. If that should be the case, the company 
will haul through pAssengeis around by 
Chattanooga. 

Tbe C., O. and S. W. and Cincinnati 
Southern are both running regularly, and 
no trouble is looked for at present on the 
line. The water is off tho tracks of the 
former at West Point and F’ulton. 

The C. and O., .Hter a glorious fight to 
hold up its end, lmd to succumb yesterday 
and make transfers by boat from Ashland to 
Huntington, fourteen miles. It was report¬ 
ed that the water at Catlettsburg was seven 
feet on the tracks of this road. 

The St. Louis Air-line still continues to 
run one train daily, starting from a point 
below New Albany. Passengers take the 
dinky train over the bridge, where a trails- 
fer is made around the city to tbe starting 
point of the train. 

The O. and M. was still making connec¬ 
tion# at Aurora, Ind., by boat for Cincin¬ 
nati, although the fact that Aurora is al¬ 
most entirely submerged will, perhaps, com¬ 
pel them to stop before long for lack of 
landing room. The St. Louis end of the 
line is still open and doing a general business. 

The latest reports from Aew Albany are 
discouraging to say the least. It is stated 
that tbe J., M. and I. fill has washed away, 
taking a portion of the track with it. This 
will stop the running of all trams that cross 
the bridge. Arrangement* have been made, 
however, for the transfer of passenger* iu 
boats from the end of the bridge to the best 
starting point on thediffurent lines. The J., 
M. and I. will start the transfer at Prison 
Station, and truius will leave from a point 
n-ar tho north tower, a distance of some¬ 
thing over half a mile. The L., N. A. and 
C. will leave from tbe bridge and go around 
by boat to tho best point for starting their 
train, while the <> and M. will perhaps leave 
from tbe same point a* the J., M. and 1. 

Altogether the situation could not be much 
worse than at present among the road*, nor 
could tbe outlook bo much gloomier. The 
loss in business will amount to thousands of 
dollars, while tbe loss of property can not be 
estimated. 

JEFFERSON VILLE. 

THE CITY UNDER WATER AT LAST. AND THE 
SITUATION LAST NIGHT DEPLORABLE. 
Despite alt the efforts to keep the water 
from flooding the larger part of the city, the 
continued rise yesterday and Sunday night 
baffled all human skill, and at 1) o’clock last 
night two-thirds of Jeffersonville was under 
water. At that hour it was foggy and rain¬ 
ing, aud to say that the situation was 
gloomy, but feebly expresses it. 

The work of put ling down bulkheads on 
the street* to head off the water from tho 
river in tbe vicinity of Barraore’* ship-yard, 
and tbe additional bulkhead of the Jeff. 
Railway Company at tho fill below tho faffs, 
backing up from tho big eddy, proved very 
effectivo iu saving the major part of tho city 
until nearly noon yesterday, when the City 
Fiiigiuecr and other citizens, who weroassist¬ 
ing him, gave up all hope, and 
the datu* built at the corner* of 
Walnut and Mapto and at various other 
points were allowed to wash out, aud soon 
the water commenced washing in upou 
Spring street and thence down toward the 
lowlands on Ohio and ludiana avenues- The 
Use was so rapid that the authorities had to 
warn people off’ tbe streets, fearing they would 
be drowned, la a few hours Spring street was 
flooded from Chestnut to Niuth street and 
wa* rapidly crawling up toward the post- 
office late last night. By this morning Spring 
street will lie impassable only in skiffe from 
Front to Niuth street. The Coukiek-Juur- 
nal reporter, who has made careful estimates 
of tbe situulion and ha* consulted those 
equally solicitous, fin 1* that uo less than 5,« 
GUO people havo moved out of their 
homes since the flood begun. That 
this condition of -affairs wdl soon 
bring desolation even among those who have 
home little means 4 there is no doubt. Tho 
people of the country in the last flood wereso 
generous that the leading citizens of Jeffer¬ 
sonville dislike to ask for aid from other 
quarter* until it is absolutely necessary, but 
people at a distauc© can readily understand 
how hard it is to get something to eat wbeu 
nearly every grocery iu town is closed, 
ewi^ bakery stopped, and almost all 
means of communication l* cut off. It is 
true that even the poorest have laid iu a 
scant supply of provisions, but should the 
water remain on the stn*ets for a week, eveu 
tbe wealthy would suffer for something to 
eat unless outside aid came, as money w ould 
be perfectly useless. If any aid will be nec¬ 
essary from abroad, it should be provisions 
of bread and meat. It is to be hoped this 
w ill not be necessary, but the indications are 
that some aid must be called for from abroad. 

The river rose at>out live inches here yes¬ 
terday, aud the ri*-e on account of the dam* 
was more perceptible than ordinarily. It 
seemed last night os though every family iu 
town was supplied with a. boat of some kind. 
Nearly all oi these boats would be dangerous 
in high water, as they consisted mostly of a 
few pine boards thrown together hastily, but 
the owners were all out asking for the news 
and apparently as safe a* if on terra firrna. 

Tbe City Council held a meeting yesterday 
morning and indorsed the w ork of building 
• lams on the several streets. The dams hav¬ 
ing given away before noon, this action did 
not count for much. A committee from 
each ward was appointed to investigate 
the coudition of affairs in their respective 
precincts, and report hereafter. The com¬ 
mittee consisted of: First ward—-Col. John 
N. Ingram, Lou. Dunham, Joseph Guernsey, 
J. F. Spicer. .Second ward—John XV. 
Thompson, F'rank Dietz. Third ward—Geo. 
W. Baxter, J. D. Hall. Fourth ward—^T. 
J. Stewart, Jo*. G. Caldwell. F'ifth ward— 
Jaiucs Fentou, Wm. Samuel*. A citizens’ 
meeting was held iu the ufity Hall at 2 
o’clock yesterday afternoon. Col. Ja». Keig- 
wm presiding. .Suggestions w’ere made by 
Col. Keigwiu, Capt. A. J. Howard. T. J. 
Stewart, Dr. Kouts Dr. Graham, Mr. Jos. 
Keed and other* as to the proper mode of 
action. It wa* finally agreed tnat 
a committee of citizeus bo ap¬ 
pointed to co-operate with Mayor 
Glass, and assist him and the Council 
committee. The following gentlemen were 
Appointed to solicit local aid first and to 
serve under the direction of the Mayor: 
James li. McCampbell, Capt. A. J. How¬ 
ard, M. V. McCann, David fc>. Barman and 
Capt. J. C. Dorsey. These gentlemen held 
a meeting last night, aud will meet again 
to-day with the Mayor. 

Col. James Keigwiu stated to the meeting 
that Capt. Braden, of Indianapolis, had as¬ 
sured him aid would be sent from that city, 
in cose it w;is needed. A telegram was read 
from Mr. Davison, of Seymour, to the Sec¬ 
retary, offering aid from that quarter iu 
cay? * it was necessary. Mrs. M. V. 
McCann, Mrs. Baldwin aiid Mr*. Mitchell 
ap|»snred at tho mooting on behalf of tbo 
Ladies’ Relief Committee and turned over 
$230, to be expended in case of necessity. 
There is little suffering as yet, aud all wants 
are being supplied, and to-day active meas¬ 
ure* will bo t aken to organize any relief that 
may bo required. The Board of County 
Commissioners held a special session yester¬ 
day to tako steps to provide tbe Township 
Trusted with aid- Tnev will meet again 
with the Mavor at 10 o’clock to-day. 

NOTES AND COMMENTS. 

The Post-oflice has been removed up stairs 
over the Citzens* Hank building back of the 
Courier-Journal office. It will remain 
there until further notice. 

Father Schnell, of Columbus, came down 
to remain during the flood. Hi* congrega¬ 
tion will send aid, and he will reiuam here 
several days to assist Feather Aud ran. 

The invitations to tho wedding reception 
•%t th*s reddenee of Mr. and Mr*. 
M. V. McCann for to-morrow on 
the occasion of the marriage of 
their daughter. Mnrv, to Mr. Frank B. 
Burke will remain good. The ceremony will 
take place to-morrow at 4 o'clock P. M. , up¬ 


stairs. It is not probable there will bo a 
scarcity of skiffs, as Mr. Burke’s friends have 
volunteered to be present and convov passen¬ 
gers. 

Mr. O. O. Rtealey. Washington corre¬ 
spondent of the Courier-Journal, and *»x- 
Muyor Warder both telegraphed vester- 
duy *kind words to their friends in this 
city and assured the authorities that 
tb*y would work earnestly for an appro¬ 
priation in case one was needed, and that 
they would secure individual assistance, if it 
wa* asked for. 

Tho Howards have a large force of men 
securmg the big Anchor-line steamer now 
on the ways. The boat is Doing weighted 
down with iron, aud the Howard*; are cer¬ 
tain they can save her, unless the flood ex¬ 
ceeds that of lost year. 

Tbe office of the Western Union Telegraph 
Company has been moved up stairs iu the 
Evening News office. The water wa* call¬ 
ing very closely for the key-board in tho 
Western Union office last night, but Man¬ 
ager Biggert and Tim Clarey had things 
moved up before dark. 

The City Hotel tieing surrounded by 
water, the guests will be obliged to climb a 
ladder from tho outside to-day. 

Judge Ferguson will not hold court in New 
Albany this week. 

The trams will run from Prison Station on 
the Jeff, rood, even if tbe river get* much 
higher. 

Major Ed. McKenna deserves the thank* 
of the peopie of Jefforsonville for preventing 
the town from being flooded sooner than it 
did occur. 

The Courier-Journal will be delivered 
in thi* city as promptly as possible during 
the flood. Every earner boy has a skiff. 

The city steam fire eugine has been 
moved to the Ohio F'alls Car Works' stable. 
President .Sprague tendered the use of the 
company’s stable*. Mr. Sprague has been 
very active in giving his assistance since tiie 
flood commenced. 

THE SITUATION AT MIDNIGHT. 

USprria/ to the Courier-Journal.] 
Jeffersonville, Ind., Feb. 11.— At 13 
o’clock to-night the river is rising slowly, 
but the water continues to pour in in great 
strength toward the lower part of the city. 
The J., M. aud I. Railway Company has 
a large force of men still at work, strength¬ 
ening tbe embankment near the flood¬ 
gate, and, although tbe water is 
higher than the railway tracks, 
the temporary embankment stands. Not¬ 
withstanding this, the lower part of the city 
is flooded to the depth of two or th: , eo 
feet. It is not very material now if the em¬ 
bankment of the Jeff, road does give war so 
far as the city i* concerned, as tho water has 
done nearly all tho dntnage it can do com¬ 
pared with the flood of 1883. A* vet no ac¬ 
cidents nor drowning* have occurred, though 
there have b^eu several narrow escapee. If 
the flood of 1883 is not exceeded tho people 
will be satisfied. 

NEW ALBANY. 

THE CITIZENS PASS A GLOOMY DAY—THE 
SITUATION GROWING WORSE. 
Yesterday was a gloomy day. The rain 
came down steadily and the tide kept coming 
up. Tho rise during Sunday night was 5^ 
inches, and at dark last night it wa* rising 
over au luch an hour. The mark at Park’* 
Exchange showed 3 feet «inches of tho flood 
of 1883. Before morning tbe flood of 1832 
will have beeu passud. It is u&elcss to specu¬ 
late as to how much further rise may be 
expected. 8o long us it rises at Cincinnati 
no estimate is of any value. It is iufe to pro 
diet that the riso of 1883 will be reached, if 
not exceeded, at this point. 

The water last evening was np on tbe track 
of the J.. M. and I. rail load atyove 81 Ivor 
creek in places, and the trains on the dinkey 
line were expected to be compelled to quit 
every trip. In case the trains stop to-night, 
Col. McKeuna has made arrangements to 
transfer mail, passengers, etc., to and from 
this city to the main line by boats. The L., 
N. A. and C. and Air-line railroads will also 
keep up communications by boat*. Capt. 
Irwin will start 111* ferryboat* running as 
soon as railroad communications are broken, 
and laud at the foot of Twenty-third street 
and the caual, Louisville. 

Tbe City Council held a called meeting 
yesterday morning to call attention to the 
fact that the Representatives gf Ohio, Vir¬ 
ginia and Kentucky In Congress had taken 
steps to procure an appropriation from Con¬ 
gress for tbe relief of flood sufferers. As no 
movement had been made in behalf of Indi¬ 
ana. tho Mayor thought it proper that the 
Council take some steps to appeal to the In¬ 
diana Representatives to urge that Congnws 
aid Indiana flood sufferers. The Council, on 
motion, instructed the Mayor to send suck 
dispatches to our Representatives in Con¬ 
gress to extend liberal aid to Indiana flood 
sufferers. 

Mr. Day moved to amend the former ac¬ 
tion to give work only to those who were 
actual flood sufferers, so as to include ail who 
are in reul need of aid be giveu work and 
furnished supplies. The amendment was dis¬ 
cussed by Messrs. Roberto, Kistler, Stoy, 
and other membors of tbo Council, and 
Mr. James H. Meekiu, representing tho 
Township Trustee*, and Capt M. M. Hur¬ 
ley. The resolution was adopted. 

Mr. Kepl«y offered a resolution instructing 
that tbe Chief of Police and Marshal be in¬ 
structed to procure ropms by paying a 
re »sonable rent for the use of persons who 
will be compelled yet to flee from tbe flood; 
also for the use of those now quartered in the 
Court-house. 

Mr. Bam. B. Kerr being present, said he 
was at Indianapolis on Saturday and had 
called upon the Governor. The latter had 
stated to him that as vet he bed received no 
application for aid. The money left bv the 
lust appropriation was covered into the Treas¬ 
ury according to law. 

Mr. Roberts stated that somo men in the 
Sixth ward were prowling around in the 
flooded district, cutting rope* tied to fencing 
and towing the fences down the river to high 
ground. The Mayor, Township Trustees and 
Cnief of Police are instructed to put on pa¬ 
trol policemen, if neces^urv. 

Mr. W. H. Marshall, Division Superin¬ 
tendent of the L., X. A. and C. Railroad 
Companv, tendered the use free of charge of 
rooms at the depot for flood sufferers, which 
was accepted with thank*. 

AID FROM THE GOVERNMENT. 

The Indiana members of Congress were 
wired jesterday and asked to urge upon 
Congress the parage of an appropriation for 
tbe benefit of tho flood sufferers along tho 
river. Tbe following dispatch was sent to 
Representative Calkins, Tom Browne and 
other members of the ludiaua delegation: 

We note that au effort is to be made for an ap¬ 
propriation for the relief of (he flood sufferer*. 
tVe think it should be mode, and we tecoinmt-ud 
that you aud other Indiana Congressmen favor 
and push it.

Similar dispatches were sont to Represent¬ 
ative .Stockslager, Senators Voorbees aud 
Harrison, by the Mayor, County Commis¬ 
sioners, Township Trustee; and Messrs. Han¬ 
lon and Stotsenburg. Mr. Sam B. Kerr tele 
graphed Perry Belmont and Hon. W. 
R. Morrison asking them to vots 
for aid to the Ohio valley sufferers. 

Yesterday a large number of persons, who 
bad remained in their house* hoping the 
flood would subsido. were compelled to rnovo 
to higher ground. Applications for aid 
Inrgelv increased yesterday, and all is being 
done that can be for those worthy and in 
need. 

Hon. W. C. DePauw received a telograra 
from Congressman Calkins, saying that the 
Committee on Appropriations bad reported 
a bill for $300,000 for the flood-sufferers. 

AT WHEELING. 

THE WATER STILL KSCEDINO HLOWLY—DES¬ 
TITUTION AMONG THE FLOOD SUFFERERS. 
Wheeling, ^ob. 11.—The water recedes 
no slowly that the low lauds in some places 
are still covered, but it is now so low that 
boats can navigate without injury to prop¬ 
erty through tbe wash of the waves. Xo 
more firing on relief boats <s reported. Tha 
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B. and 0. depot and bridge adjacent were 
endangered by the flood, and trains now 
stop at Water street, ©mitfi of the creek. 
TUo accumulated mails ore pouring in on 
tbe few trains so for resumed. An unknown 
boy was drowned on tbe South Side to day 
by tbe caving in of a bank. About half of 
tbo bomeUsA people Imre returned to their 
houses or found qtiat tors elsewhere. Oiber 
bouses wore swept away or destroyed, and 
fully 5,000 people are homeless, destitute 
and’honeUvvs, and will have to be fed by 
the Reliof Committee for weeks . The daiu- 
•ged mills can not start for weeks. 

PITTSBURGH .

tory. Hor people rallied last night aud 
crowded her great Templo of Music, a* se¬ 
rene. as radiant, a* enthusiastic os if the 
great river were not closing m upon 
her and *apping the foundations of her 
fortunes as well as her warehouses of brick 
and granite. The brilliancy of the audience 
wo* a matter of surprise to all. lCacb look¬ 
ing about saw the familiar face* in tbe 
familiar places. There were be vie* of 
dainty young girls in snowy toilet*, 
half biddeu in sunny Bourtiouses, and 
group* of matron* sumptuous in brocade 
and diamonds, with crowd* of men, old and 
young, enjoying them on her lower side, 
till was reachod the %vallflower fringe which 
encircled the hnll like a rising cloud, and 
made a piquant border for the brilliant par* 
quette and gayer tailconios. 

It is every where conceded that Christina 
Nilsson is tho great dfnrpucrife of the day. 
Bringing to it remarkable physical perfec¬ 
tions, her voice enobl*> the part until it 
makes it transcendent. The part is hers 
pre-eminently. She created it by her 

g enius in her youth, and she maintains in 
er prime against all rivalry.

She is ail the heart i f 
man could conceive to realize the perfect 
flower of womanhood. 

Sea Id i wa* a delicious valentine pinuant, 
lovable, her gay outturn*, her russett bool*, 
her jaunty cap, all in accord w ith tbo light¬ 
hearted bov lover. 

The garden scene was perhaps the most 
beautiful of the stage set*, and was received 
with rounds of applause. In the center w«* 
a great circle of blossoms, and beyond a wall 
hedged in with flower*. 

“Fauht,” a* a mu*iral production, will al 
wav* retaiu it* popularity. It will ever 
prove ,i mo-vt genial uunit*r’of an operatic 
repertoire. Gounod was certainly most fell* 
citou* in its composition. He chose for his 
theme a well-known German lpgend and uio»t 
effectively suited uil its incidents to tho 
music he composed. Greater musicians of 
much mom inventive power, such a* 
Beethoven, Mozart and Rn*»ini. might have 
united their talent* and yet not have suc¬ 
ceeded in evolving nnd putting together a 
work of so much consistency and brilliancy. 

Cincinnati opera festivals and seasons of 
opera before them have only run in the same 
groove of popular appreciation, and the au¬ 
dience last night, to a large extent critical, 
observant, nnd appreciative, gave an¬ 
other proof of the strong hold 
which “ Faust M has taken U[>on the 
people. The cost was exceptionally 
strong with Mine. Christine Nilsson as Mar - 
gueHle, Wm. Scaldie as Siebel , Signor Cam- 
panini a* Faust, Signor Navaro as Mer 
phisto. Signor Delptiento as Vuleiitin*. Mine. 
JScalcbi as Marta and Signor Conteui 
us HYvjpier. The scenery was that which 
bad l»een used at former festival* with a few 
accessory details, ami was fully adequate to 
tbe requirement.* of the opera. ’ 

Tha fourth act, opening with the interior 
of a church scene, was especially effective in 
tins particular. Tbe altar, ihe cruciflx, 
the camieiahia mounted with can¬ 
dles, the pictures of saint*, all were 
given with conscientious detail. And so tbe 
costuming throughout pave a faithful por¬ 
trayal of tbe music drama. Tbe chorus 
looked unuAUaily inrge, but, while it repre¬ 
sented a groat many immorally on the stage, 
tbe vocal strength wa* not in the *aine 
proportion, Tbe soldier*’ chorus# as 
to ticMc beauty, was nil thnt 
could have been exacted and the whole effect 
was good, at tbe same tmm the conviction 
could not have been resitted that compar¬ 
atively few carded the burden of the 
stugiug. The chorus is initnenody 
popular and wa* deservedly encored. Too 
much praise can not be accorded Sig. Yianesi 
an to his admirable conducting of orchestra 
and chorus and all the derail* of tbe stage 
He is most energetic in his directions and 
wield* the baton like a man thoroughly con¬ 
versant with all the requirements of th' 
music as to tempo and the understanding of 
the performers among themselves. Un cer¬ 
tainly can Ijo accredited with the merit of 
making a great deal out of some very indif¬ 
ferent material. 

The orchestral work in many respect* de¬ 
served praise. It wa* effective, although it 
lucked smoothness and quality, especially in 
tbe strings, and to some extent m tbo reeds. 
Considering tho number of musicians claimed 
for its composition, the orchestra w as weak 
at tunes. 

One of the most successful effort* of tbe 
orchestra may be placed in the rendering of 
tbo opening overture. But, after all, rue«e 
detail* give only an idea of the 
mere network of tbe performance. Tbe 
substance of the success of “FauAt’' must bo 
found in the individuals who undertook tbe 
principal roles, and as these together formed 
so excellent a cast, they certainly deserve 
individual nolii*e.

BRADLAlOH’s CASE COMMANDS T1IK ATTEN¬ 
TION OF THE HOUSE OF COMMONS. 

London, Feb. 11.—Houry Labcucbore, 
member for Northampton, anti Thoe. Burt, 
member for Morpeth, accompanied Brad- 
laugh to the table of the House of Commons 
to-day. There Bradlaugh administered the 
oath to himself and placed a signed paper 
ou tbe table, bowiug iu> he did so 
to the Speaker. The latter informed 
Bi ilaugh that lie had not conformed to the 
rules, and ordered him to withdraw until his 
conduct had beeu corn! Jcred by tbe House. 
Bradlaugh withdrew under the peers’ gal¬ 
lery. Gladstone made no motion, where¬ 
upon North cots movsh that Bradlaugh bo 
not permitted to take the oalh. Carried— 
2S0 to 167. Another motion was made by 
Nortbcote tbal Bradlaugu be excluded from 
tbe precincts of the House. Carried—228 
to 12 b. 

Prior to the division on the first motion 
Gladstone *nid lie could uot deviate from th© 
eflurao previously pursued. Ills opinion had 
uot changed. R was not the duty of the 
executive again and again to dispute tbe 
decision of the House. 

I^ibouchere opposed the motion, saying it 
would prevent Bradlaugh from taking uis 
seat. 

Gladstone. Interrupting, said it occurred 
to tho Government thut if Bradlaugh s-houl i 
sit and vote so as to raise a question, it 
might rub-e the question in a court of justice 
os to whether Bradlaugh had taken the oaiu 
or not. 

L&bouchore then expressed his contempt 
for any form of oath, which heTioclared wa* 
superstitious incantation and sanctimonious 
sophistry. This hypocrisy, he said, wo* b«- 
tng exposed, and it vras bis opinion that 
Bradlaugh would ultimately win. 

Forster deprecated Bradiaugh’s position. 

After farther remarks by N*»rthcote. 
O'Donnell, member for Dum;arvon. asked 
the .Speaker whether Bradlaugh should with¬ 
draw. The Speaker said Bradlaugh had not 
taken the oath, nnd thorefore could not t o 
required to withdraw the same os a sworh 
member. 

Thomas Saxton, member for Sligo county, 
moved tnat t*efore the house divided Labou- 
ctaere be excluded. A division was then 
takeu, with the result already *tan-d 

When the tollers came to Ihe table to re* 
I**.it the result, Vucount i n bt<*n an¬ 
nounced that Bradlaugh hud voted against 
the motion. 

Healy, inemt>cr for Monaghan, thereupon 
moved that Hrndlan^h’s vot«» t*e canceiied. 
liealy accused the Govttrnm^iu of buug in 
collusion with Bradlaugh. The motion car¬ 
ried— 258 to 161—Bradlaugh a^ain voting 
with the minority. It was at this p. mt that 
a division wa* taken on Xorthcote’s motion 
that Bradlaugh l»e excluded from the pre¬ 
cincts of the House. 

When Bradlaugh left tho Hou*e be was re¬ 
ceived with hl*»c» nud cheer* ny t»t« crowds, 
Tbe law officers of the Government have 
been instructed to prosecute Bradlaugh im¬ 
mediately for voting three time* in the 
Hou-se. Bradlaugh will Uefeud hi* action. 
In tbe mean time ue wilt uot resign hi* *©al.

Mgr. Capsl atill linger* in vour mid t, and 
hi* presence and labor* will no doubt have 
awaksnod curiosity as to ths position occu¬ 
pied bv in* church m the country u hence U« 
hails—this i’roteitaut nation of England 
Ca pel’s personal career hero has lieen one of 
oxtraordmary brilliancy', but the bright star 
hos had its )>eriod* of obscuration and ha* 
priced tlirough many storm*. The oircuni- 
stance* of hi* birth were uot favorable in 
Mich a country as this to the highest » i •- 
ce*s. His father, 1 understand, wa* n coast- 
guurcHman. His mother is still living nn 1 
presides over a f t>htonable boarding¬ 
house at Hastings, one of the popular sea¬ 
side resort*. .Sterling people, but with no 
blur blood In their Vein*. That they man¬ 
aged to afford their sou a thorough educa¬ 
tion. and that he, from such humble begin¬ 
nings, has piDhcd his way Into tbe highest 
circle* of English society’, aro two facts 
which are highly creditable to all concerned. 
He started in public life as a schoolmaster at 
Hammersmith, but bis groat 

APTITUDE IN PREACHING, 
together with his flue character and gentle- 
manly' bearing, marked him out very shortly 
a» b*mg dtwiined for higher thing*. Or¬ 
dained to tho priesthood, he developed at 
once into a popular oraror. Koi -oiue 
years his wiutor* were spent at Pan, in tho 
houlb of France, and his preaching 

there uo& all the rage, particularly 
among the upper clast-os. It wa* h«ne 
that Cupel found his wuy into tho 

confidence n.tid affections of those proium- nt 
members if cheJintiiU aristocracy, such u* 
the Marqut* of Bute and others, with whom 
ever since bis name ha* been so intimately 
.issocialed in tbe public mind. His polite 
manners, flue culture, and broad liberality 
l.a rare tbiug then in Catholic divines were 
the passport* to tbis high social circle, and 
"idle these personal qualities inspired re¬ 
spect. his eloquence euabied him to botn 
charm hi* new friends aud win them over. 
When Bute entered tbo Catholic Church, 
Capet's fortune won marie, alike in a social 
and in a churcbly sense, for, whether rightly 
or wrongly, everybody gave him the credit 
of this conversion, and it wa* not likely 
either that Rome would fail to reward such 
signal service, or that tho man who wa* sup¬ 
posed to have done 

SUCH A WONDERFUL THING 
could he other than a great character in the 
estimation of the people of England. Caj/el 
became pri^to chaplain to tbe Marquis ut 
Bute, and was handsomely recompensed. 
But the sbmtng talents of this great Roman 
diplomat were uot to be buried m a private 
chaplaincy. Capel’s own ambition forbade 
this, and, moreover, the way to a wider 
field of usefulness and renown seemed to be 
pointed out by circumstance*. The Catholic 
Bishops had issued a protest against the at¬ 
tendance of Catholic young men at Oxford 
aud Cambridge, an l there appeared to be au 
opening for a great Catholic university. 
Lord Brave nnd other Catholic noblemen ob¬ 
jected, but the Bishops were incorrigible, 
ami Capel seemed ju«t the ninn to lead this 
movement. The institution was staruxi, and. 
ns every one know*, it came to a spei*ly and 
ignominious end. Capel lost everything and 
became a bankrupt—everything, that is in 
the way of means. But he slid retained the 
confidence of Rome, and was still the pet of 
the Catholic, and of many of tbe Proteetnnt, 
aristocracy. Bute h bi* fust friend to-dnv, 
aud Would not heritato to again, if necessary, 
help him out of difficulty. Algr. Capel knows 
well from experience that troubles do not 
come singly, lor at about the time of hi* 
financial emharassment 

CARDINAL MANNING 8UOWED A DISLIKE 
for’biin. Tbo bona fide fa©t» in the case will 
proDabiy nev©r get beyond a privileged few, 
but there were secret meetings of the Bishops 
at the t 'ardiual’* bouse, and Cupel was sup¬ 
posed to be the subject of conversation. 

The career of such a man was certain to 
sot envious tongues to wagging. Drawing 
to hu ministration* immense crowds of tbe 
best people in London, followed and almost 
idoiued by a lot of women belonging to the 
first ruok in the social world, it was inevita¬ 
ble that somebody would become jealous of 
his influence. This I am nasured was tbo 
secret of the trouble between Capel nnd the 
Cardinal, (or Manning, with all his real 
great! »-*s of character, has the small failing 
of nut fixing to be overshadowed. 

For several years Cauel did not preach in 
London. Hut the Pope, I am told, has ai- 
wavs tfustaiued the groat preacher.aud t ‘ape! 
bad a habit, whenever anything unpleasant 
arose, of proceeding to Rome and taking his 
Holiness into his confidence. i a* last time 
he went he said so much os to make it neces¬ 
sary for Cardinal Manning to follow. There 
are thus a few Catholics in E iglaud who are 
not sorry to learn that Capol’s visit to 
America has b*tm a comparative failure. 

1 am »uro this fact causes uo regret at the

Many more, however, would be glad if his 
Iccturiug tour should even yet prove a suc¬ 
cess, particularly iu a financial sense, for 
the money realized would bo a relief to the 
great propagandist. There nre rumors that, 
upnu his retain, your brilliant and distin¬ 
guished guest will M*ctl» down to tbe quiet 
exercise of his priestly functions some where 
in Italy, a country ho greatly loves. 

Roman Catholicism liad a hard struggle 
in Kugland for several centuries, but inch by 
inch it gamed ground even while it was en¬ 
during the severest per*ecutions, and since 
the fetter* have been broken and a fair 
chance has been given it, the progress made 
has been simply marvelous. That this coun¬ 
try should look upon it wuth distrust for a 
long time after tb»» Reformation was per¬ 
fectly natural, and just ns naturul was it that 
eveniuu!ly distrust should give place to the 
broadent toleration. The traditions of the 
country are Catholic; a large and glorious 
pari of its bLtory was made under Catholic 
domiuatiou: the priesthood of ife estab 
fished church trace* it* succession through 
Catholic lines, and the grandest of 
its church edifices are monuments alike of 
Catholic nr; and of Catholic liberality. Tho 
influence of these thing* was sure to assert 
iBolf after a Kiosun. Meanwhile with inde 
fatigable zeal, with consummate diplomacy, 
with that active beuevoleuce which always 
distinguishes its operations, the Church itself 
has gone steadily forward, doing its work, 
pressing JU claims to recognition, minister¬ 
ing to the wants of its own people and mak¬ 
ing converts from the out- ule. 8 uch a poli¬ 
cy could uot fail tu succeed, and it has suc¬ 
ceeded, 1 should say, beyond tho expecta¬ 
tions of the rnoet sanguine. In its later 
triumphs it has U'on helped uot a little by 
the Ritualr-tic party. With so many Prot¬ 
estant churches 

flaunting a crntMONiAL 
so near u!;in to that of Rome, ami so many 
Protestant clergymen declaring the reform¬ 
ation to bavo been a blunder, bow could the 
people do otherwise than begin to look with 
favor on the old faith nnd forms? A (act 
worthy of note is that rbe chief clerical 
strength of tha Roman hierarchy in Eng¬ 
land has Ikmju won over from the National 
church. Cardinal Manning, the great ad¬ 
ministrator. and Cardinal Newman, tbo 
mauriiiev. writer, are botn proselyte*. The 
samo may be said of a number uf iu bishops, 
and of many of the most able among its 
priests. Or course, tbo bulk of it* lav- 
ftlronglh lira i • tho large Irish population uf 
the country. Those, however, who imagine 
that i*s influence is by nnv means restrict©J 
to this class are woefuiiy ignorant of the 
true situation. 

From the b«*t sources. I learn that there is 
a steady influx into the Catholic fold front 
uot only th*.* lower but the middle and upper 
ranks of society that is purelv English. The 
favorable attitude of the British Govern¬ 
ment is too well known to need comment. 
There is, perhaps, no country on the gloU* 
where the Pojw of Koine would, tu case of 
qceil, find a *afer asylum or be treated with 
more conrte-y ihnn in the Inml over which 
Queen Victoria ivigna. li un- thought not 
long ago that the Court of Great Britain 
would consent to receive an emba-sador 
from tbn Vatican, and such a consummation 
is s r ill among tbe probabilities. Iu such an 
event English eye* would turn instincuvelv 
toward Capo! a» o projier man for the placr-; 
bat the Pope would scarcely appoint one so 
young, or one with such pronounced Eng¬ 
lish predilection*. The choice would be sure 
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to fall upon xomp veteran steeped in the se¬ 
crets of Rome, and having por**onal power 
at the seat of authority. But, be this a* it 
might, 

THE SIGNIFICANT PACT 
i* that such an interchange of courtesies be¬ 
tween Rome and England is possible, and 
that people who a generation ago would have 
-huddtrr*-d at the thougut Row regard th<» 
project with favor, aud are prepared to see 
it carried out. in producing this change of 
f*’)*ling Ijoo blow It has contributed in no 
small degree by hi> pronounced opposition to 
tho extreme Irish partv. Qin -agh hi-course 
in tills matter his Holiness has alienated 
large numbers of adherouts across the chan¬ 
nel; but iu the increased regard secured on 
tin* side, aud tho consequent increase of con¬ 
verts likely to result therefrom, he feels, no 
doubt, that be ha* uot driven a bad bargain, 
an l that he has no cause for rogrot. 

From thexi) general observations let tis 
como to facts and figures. From tho Cath¬ 
olic Directory for 1K84, published by au¬ 
thority of the Cardinal, Archbishop and 
Bishops of England, J learn that in Grout 
Britain, which doe* not include Irolnnd, tho 
Catholic* have 2,492 priest*. 1,521 churches 
and chapel*.and about a million and a half of 
lay members. From anot her reliable source, 
viz., the Tablet, I am able to give statistics 
which show the rapid progress made in tho 
generation intervening between 1840 and 
1880, Tue figure* ore a* follows:

He/erring again to English people of high 
rank who belong to the Catholic Church. I 
find from tables before me that there aro 24 
Catholic peers (exclusive of those purely 
IriHh), 25 baronets, and 16 Catholic lord* 
who are uot peers, but bear titles of courtesy 
from their relations to members of tlio peer¬ 
age. AT the bead of the peers are the Duke 
of Norfolk, the Marquis ot Bute, the Marquis 
of Ki{>oi), and the Earl of Denbigh. Bute 
is one of the richest noblemen in the king¬ 
dom. Ripon Ls the present Viceroy of India. 
The Catholic member* of her Majesty’s Privy 
Council are the Marqui* of Ripon, tbe Earl 
of Koamore, Viscount Bury, Lord Howard, 
Lord Kmlyaud Lord Fitzgerald. 

The article iu the Tablet, from which 1 
have before quoted, gives figures showing 
growth of Roman Catholicism in the United 
States. According to this table the adherents 
of ihnfc sect lmve in forty year* niultiph-d 
nine-fold in that Cuuutry. 1 give the figures 
In full, and your readers may sift them a* 
they please;

Stocks in Wall Street Have a Day 
of Dnoertain and Fluctuating 
Markot. 


The Bears Encouraged hy Rumors 
and Opportunity Uo Some Success- 
ful llaiiiinorlnir. 


They Are Jubilant Over Their Success, 
But the Bulls Avow Confidence 
in the Outcome. 


Provisions and Wheat Take an Advance 
at Chicago, But Corn is Dull 
and Neglected, 


WITH THE RECEIPTS LARGE.

New York, Feb. 11.—Thoro was excel¬ 
lent buying of dividend-paying stocks dur¬ 
ing the morning, after a slight depression at 
the opening, dt. Paul, Lackawanna, Hock 
Island, Lake Shur© and like btocks were pur¬ 
chased at the highest figure* they have 
reached by the leading operators who are 
manipulating the markot. Later, under tho 
lead of Oregon Transcontinental, prices de¬ 
clined, and in the late dealings tho whole list 
succumbed to the hammering process. The 
decline in the leading stocks below Satur¬ 
day ’© claaiug was ns follows: Lackawanna, 

1 per cent.; Lako Shoro, %\ New York Cen¬ 
tral, 1^; Louisville and Nashville, 1; Ore¬ 
gon Transcontinental, Northern Pacific 
preferiVd, St. Paul, « 4 ; Union Pacific, 2 
and Western Union per cent. Union Pa¬ 
cific was sold on the reduction of net earn¬ 
ings in December and tho estimated losses in 
January, which are said to be heavy. Ore¬ 
gon Transcontinental, Northom Pucific pre¬ 
ferred and Oregon Navigation were 
raided and hammered on tho story that Ore¬ 
gon Transcontinental would bo put in the 
bands of a Receiver, and that complications 
would grow out of Mr. Gould’s connection 
with the Pacific properties. A well-in¬ 
formed official of the company said there 
tvas positively no change in the condition of 
tho Oregon Transcontinental Company 
wiiicb would warrant the decline, and there 
was no likelihood of tho Union Pacific leas¬ 
ing the Oregon Navigation, which was an¬ 
other of the rumors. 

Another boar story, which affected Rock 
Island, was that tho tripartite pool wore 
quarreling and likely to bo broken up. The 
course of Hock Island was curious; it opened 
at rose to IjJO^ and dropped off to 

]1*2VV$. The rise was attributed by the ru- 
tuor-mongers to a desire on the part of Mr. 
Yauderbilt to squeeze Mr. Cab©l, who was 
alleged to be short. Right on the top of all 
these bear stories ••am© the rise m exchange 
to above the shipping point and the 
announcement that ilr. Gould would leave 
to-morrow for his Southern trip. The room 
t raders who were bearish on Saturday '• rise 
believed the latter story, aud began the raid 
which was so successful. When Mr. Gould 
heard bow things worn going, hu positively 
denied the story that he wa> going away, 
aud during the afternoon he had a confer¬ 
ence with Mr. Sage on the future of the 
market. 

The bears were very jubilant at the ex¬ 
tremely weak closing, and prophesied the 
breaking up of the hull cliques. There is no 
reason to believe that either Mr. Gould or 
Mr. Vauderbtlt has changed bis position 
on the market, though there was probably 
some telling by tho big tradon*. Tho reac¬ 
tion, u loading bull broker said, was 
entirely natural aud healthy, and in 
tho end would prove lieueticial to 
the market. Tbero it every reason to 
btdieve that withm forty-eight hours the 
bull leaders will chango ih • entire tone of 
the market, and it is said the advance will 
begin with some of the woakeut stocks to¬ 
day. 

Robert Grant, an Englishman who has 
been la India for many years connected 
with railroads, is visiting this country with 
• view of examining into our railway sys¬ 
tem. Speaking of tho remarkable increase 
in growth of wheat in India, he says that 
the most primitive means were used in the 
culture of the staple. Wheat is trodden into 
the ground by oxen, as it was thousands of 
years ago, and the English Government had 
not approved of tho introduction of im 
proved implements in farming, though steps 
nod begun which might load to it. Tho ob¬ 
jection has been the effect it might have on 
the large population of that country. Mr. 
Grant said tho wheat raised in India 
wan a very inferior kind, and could 
never compote with the fine quality 
raided here. The Indian grain exported to 
Eugland is mixed with American wheat, and 
an inferior quality of flour is made from it. 
In its natural state the Indian wheat makes 
very black bread, but is «juite nutritious. No 
European nation would use it without a mix¬ 
ture with better grades. Mr. Grant thought 
it would bo a long time before the product of 
India would daugorously affect the Ameri¬ 
can wheat trade. 


AT CHICAGO . 

PROVISIONS AND WHEAT TAKE ON AN AD¬ 
VANCE, BUT CORN IS DULL AND NEGLECT¬ 
ED. 

[Special to the Courier-Journal.} 
Chicago, Feb. II.—This dispatch come 
this morning from the stock-yards and was 
posted on ’Change: 

Estimated receipts of bogs for the day, 12,000; 
quality poor, and packers and shipping buying 
price JOiitloc higher. 

To-night, largely os a consequence of this 
news from the hog pens, May pork was go¬ 
ing on the curb at $18 3?>£, fioc u bar¬ 
rel higher than it so^d on Satur¬ 
day night, and Mi*? lard $10 12 1 *, 
an advance over Saturday of 2i>c per 100. 
While the feeling about the provision pit 
was very strong indeed, there was no great 
trading. Roche bought, it is believed, 
20,000 tierces of lard, aud Cudahy & Ream 
were buyers of pork and ribs on a large 
scale. With theso exceptions the trading 
was general. . 

The ono weak feature about 
the bull side of hog product 
just now is the fact tnat it is 
not ©ffsy to find bears. There are seller.-, of 
course, but they do not sell because they be¬ 
lieve product too high, but simply because 
they think the advance a little too hasty 
to last. Some conservative traders for this 
reason are advising customers not to buy, 
but to wuit till the full advance has been 
a orud, and then to make money on tbo bear 
side. This advice sounds conservative. 

There aro signs to indicate this year 
possibly and If probably is one of 4 ‘good 
time*,” few and far between, when the 
country is right, and when professional 
speculators are beaten. This advance in 
pork and lard bos not been manipulated; 
□deed for a long while the great operators 
bought it. They believed that the country 
was full of hogs; that, they would bo selling 
cheap. They ' 4 beared" product, merely for 
the purpose of ‘•boaring’’ live hogs, and they 
were beaten. The hog crop is enormously 
short, ami live hogs and pork are about 
the same price por hundred. Hogs are cit¬ 
ing them more. These have been the reasons 
for the advance *0 far. As the bull influences 
have been legitimate and natural the advance 
i* likely to be permanent or eveu to continue 
further. Iheru are pionfv of saue qecu- 
latorn who believe that. May pork will be 
about $25, and that lard will bo 12c and 
nix over 10c. All kinds of produce closed 
• night at the v*»ry top notch for the day. 

Wheat advanced to-day \% cents and 
closes at $1 02 on the curb to-night, tho 
highest figures on this bulge*. There was a 
groat trad© in it, “The Big Four,” tho 
same crowd booming hog product, buying and 
selling. The cable*; were bullish, tli* South¬ 
eastern floods at thoir worst, and warm, bad 
weather everywhere over the Southwest. 
There was beside* a groat and general 
scrambling by shorts, and the great bulb, 
who have been buying for a turn, gave a 


twist that sent prices up. Wheat is likely 
to go higher than those who vtarted this 
boom counted upon. It was at one timo 
considered hopeless to raise the May option 
to $1. To-night the main difference of opin¬ 
ion b whether it will stop at $1 05 or $1 10. 
On the call to-night May stopped at $1 02.!*, 
and it advanced \*c on the curb. 

Com was dull and neglected. It closed at 
the highest point of the day, but the receipts 
wore large, 577 cat's, onlv 84 per cent,, 
however, graded. Tho May option closed 
at 5y,!*'c. To-morrow (Tuesday) the re¬ 
ceipts may again be largo, but the feeling is 
bullish ou thin gram.

The Funeral of John Flynn—The C itizen* 
Commence a War of Extermination on the

The committee met this morning and or¬ 
dered Hugh Behan, Jos. Fnhan and Dock 
Nagle, friends of Flynn, to leave the city, 
which they declined to do.

The prisoners con¬ 
fined in the court-house under guard 
were originally in charge of the Sheriff, but 
the question having arisen ns to the right of 
the Sheriff to take charge of the prisouen* 
before their examination when the arrest 
was made by the city authorities, the matter 
wn*» referred to Judge Wood, who advised 
that they be remanded To the custody of the 
city officials.

The Rev. George tVelmllna Prranhe* Ilia

Norwalk Depot, O., Feb. II.—Tho 
greatest scandal ever developed in Norwalk 
occured last night at the Congregational 
church before the wholo congregation. Rev. 
Geo. W. Weissilins, former pastor of the 
Baptist church at Canton, Itts., aud Cedar 
Falls, Iowa, now pastor of the Congregation¬ 
al church here, proaohetl his fnro- 
woli sermon. He took occasion 
to indulge in personalities against 
curtain leading members for having treated 
him in an unchristian and uncharitable man¬ 
ner, saying that if Jesus Christ came to 
preach for them he would be treated in the 
same manner. 

Alter tbo close of tho sermon, F. R. 
Loomis, editor of the Chronicle, a load¬ 
ing member of the church, arose aud 
denounced Weisaiiins in strong language, 
saying bis language was unjust, uncalled 
for, blasphemous; (hat he wo* unworthy to* 
occupy tho sacred desk; that be had come to 
Norwalk through misroprcuentation and de¬ 
ception; that be had been duinixted from two 
churches before coming to Norwalk, which 
fact was unknown until recently; that be 
had shamefully aud cruelly treated his wife, 
who deserted him; that he liud forged let¬ 
ters of recommendation to the Norwalk 
church, and was wholly unworthy the 
name of pastor and preacher.

This is the fifth time Mr. Rothacker boa 
controlled the sale of the Tribune to the 
best advantage, and against competitors 
who are known to lie the most influential 
in the State, both through tho medium of 
politics and money. Neither money nor 
political influence xvero avaiiant. The first 
person defeated by him was Lieut. Gov. 
Robinson, who was killed at the Robinson 
mine. The next was State Senator Jacob¬ 
son, who died in the midst of 
the controversy.

Jno. Evans, of this city, who tried to 
purchase the Tribune and run it in the in¬ 
terest of th© Denver aud New Orleans rail¬ 
way. Ho likewise suffered defeat at the 
bands of Rothacker.

They got 
left, and the worvl defeat of all was that of 
JoroaioC.

GEORGIA’S SEW CAPITOL 


The Commioeton Aceejit the Rlane of a 
Chicago Firm for the EuUding 
of a .Vr»r State-hotter. 


THE BUILDING DESCRIBED. 


[Special to the Courier-Journal.} 
Atlanta, Feb. 11.—The Capital Commis¬ 
sion to-day accepted the plans of Edbrook 6i 
Burnham, architects, of Chicago, for the 
erection of the capitoi of Georgia. Its pro¬ 
portions are fine aud its architectural design 
stately and dignified, It© walls are four sto¬ 
ries high, with parapets all around, giving it 
a substantial appearance. From tb© center 
an immense dome almost exactly like the 
dome of the capitoi at Washington rises to a 
height of 240 feet. In fact the building re¬ 
minds one of the capitoi at Washington. 
The style is classic Corinthian, aud pre¬ 
sents beauty, strength and harmony. The 
outer walls of the building will be faced 
with granite and marble, backed up with 
brick-work. Tho cornices, parapet, walls, 
base and supet structure of the dome will 
also be of marble. 

There are four entrances, the principal en¬ 
trance being on Washington street. Tho 
entrance* will be reached by broad granite 
steps of easy ascent, leading to the grand 
corridors of the main floor. The principal 
entrance at the Washington-street front 
will be fifty-flve feet in width, leading to a 
grand portico. The pedement of this 
portico is supported by six polished 
marble column.*, with carved capitals. 
The tympanum will be richly ornamented 
with« the State coat-of-arms and bustoric 
adornments, represented by figures of Jus¬ 
tice, Fence, Science, Law and Liberty. The 
dome will bo constructed in accordance with 
the best examples of architecture, and en¬ 
tirely detached from the other walls of tho 
building. Access to tho gallery of the dome 
U by easy stairways. 

Four floor* of tho building will be 
used as follows: In the basement will 
be arranged steam boilers, pumps, 
fans and engines, fuel and storage- 
room* all entirely above ground. On the 
first floor will be located the executive offices 
of .Slate government. First on tho right 
os ono enters from Washington streot on 
second floor will be located the legislative 
halls, State library, Supreme Court rooms 
and various room* required iu connection 
therewith. On the third floor will be located 
tho committee rooms, janitor’s room* and 
galleries of legislative hall*. The hall of the 
house will be located directly over tho Wash¬ 
ington street entrance, and the Senate cham¬ 
ber will be directly over the McDonough 
street eutrance. 

The dimension* of the building will be 
as follows: Washington and McDonough- 
street fronts, 330 f©et; Mitchell aud Hunter- 
street frouts, Dio feet. The building will 
face west. The height of the dome will be 
240 feet. The diameter of the dome at it© 
ba-.e i*75 feet. The diameter of the rotunda 
is 50 feet. The height of toe basement is 12 
feet. The height or the principal story is 17 
leet; of the second story, 18 feet; of tho 
ifyrcl story. 16 feet; of House of Repre¬ 
sentatives, 42 feet; tienate Chamber. 42 reel; 
Supreme Court-room, 39 feet, and State Li¬ 
brary, 3U feet. 

Architects havo carefully Introduced in the 
interior arrangements al) modern improve¬ 
ments in heating and vetttlial&ng, plumbing, 
elevators for pastengor* aud freight, gran.* 
iu each room, including Legislative Halls, 
Library ami Supreme Court rooms, and 
every other convenience known to tbe wants 
of a building of this character. The build¬ 
ing will be Art-proof throughout ail 
Mie floors, ceiling* and roof© being construct¬ 
ed with iron beams ami girders aud fire¬ 
proofed, no wood being introduced, except 
for doors, frames, sashes, blinds, floors In 
and seating of hall* And galleries and 
nuy. Every row in th© 
building will secure dtrefit sunlight during 
some portions of the day. The entire build¬ 
ing will be warmed, in addition to grates, by 
direct and indirect rudiution, and a system 
of ventilation perfect lu each room aud cor¬ 
ridor. 

This will be the fourth Capitol which the 
Htnte ha* owned, tbe first having be»n in 
Louisville, a small town in Jefferson county, 
the second in Mllledgeville, the third 
structure at preseut occupied in Atlanta. 
The commissiwners announce their deter¬ 
mination to purchase materia) from ihe low¬ 
est bidder, regardless of his residence. The 
building is to cost $1,060,000 and U to bo 
completed in six year*, but it is well under- 
stood tiiat sum will be largely exceeded us 
the work progress.

‘•BUSINESS.’' 

Monday, Fob. 11. —' The tenures in pro¬ 
duce •peculation were a boom in provisions 
and a sharp rise in wheat, Chicago being, of 
course, the center of action. The bulge in 
provisions was merely a continuation of the 
serial, and was due to the continuous de¬ 
velopment of force in several features which 
bare been recognized for week* previously. 
The rise to-day in Chicago placed hog pro¬ 
ducts, with the excoption of strain lard.about 
at the prices ruling a year ago, hogs and 
cattle being eveu some what higher than 
then. Tbo spurt in wheat was due probably 
to a fall iu the murcury to 28 degree* below 
zero at Bismarck, with interesting possi¬ 
bilities for the winter wheat belt. Corn 
and oats are firm and somewhat higher. 
Receipts for grain moderately fair and ex¬ 
port* light. Cotton was dull aud futures 
were not fully supported. The live stock 
markets wore firm. 

In Now York money was quiet. Foreign 
exchange was higher, advancing to the bull¬ 
ion exporting point. Government bonds 
were low er. Tho stock market was strong 
here and there in early dealings, but after¬ 
wards irregular, closing lower for most 
properties than on Saturday. 

The financial Chronicle's railroad list 
shows an aggregated gross earnings in Janu¬ 
ary of 112,943,105, a decrease of *30,849, 
us compared with January. 1883. The 
mileage of the roads was 38,898, against 
34,720 in January, 1883. Tho largest ag¬ 
gregate losses were in Grand Trunk, Illinois 
Central, Loulsvillo and Nashville and Bloom- 
ingtou and Western. 


THE MAD OHIO. 

The flood continue* to be the topic of 
most general Interest Thousands of sight¬ 
seers crowd the river banks to watch the 
progress of the water. There seems to be 
no immediate hope that tho flood will soon 
show a downward tendency. At Cincin¬ 
nati the record of la>t year’s rise has 
been wiped out, and at midnight the 
water there was climbing up at the 
rate of If inches an hour. From 
9:25 Sunday evening until 9:25 last 
evening the Ohio here had risen twelve 
inches and was advancing 1^ inches every 
hour. This morning at 2:80 the marks at 
the canal showed the stage of water to be 
42 feet 1$ inches—2 feet 5inches below 
last year's maximum. Tho Bliort-line 
depot was evacuated last eveniug, and 
trains for the present will leave the South- 
all-street depot. The water has reached 
the north side of Rudd avenue, Port¬ 
land. Tho reports from Jeffersonville 
indicate a deplorable condition of affairs. 
The larger part of the city is covered with 
water and fully 5.000 people have been 
driven from their homes by the encroach¬ 
ing flood. 

At a late hour this morning the river 
was falling alowly at Pittsburgh and 
Wheeling, but was rising at all points be¬ 
low'. 

A bill appropriating $300,000 for the re¬ 
lief of all who may suffer by the inunda¬ 
tion passed both houses of Congress ves- 
terday. 

LEGISLATION AND MONOPOLY. 

There are two tendencies in our Govern¬ 
ment which must be watched and counter¬ 
acted; one leads to the extension of gov¬ 
ernmental power, the other leads to the 
extension of the power of corporation. 

With a certain class of political doctors 
who see but one symptom at a time, the 
•emedy for the iucrease of corporate power 
is to extend the power of the Government, 
Complaining of the growth and unifleation 
of the railroads, they would have govern¬ 
mental interference. Mr. Reagan, a true 
Democrat, one ordinarily alive to evils 
invited by too much government, 
in his zeal against the ruilroads 
proposes supervision or regulation 
by Congressional enactment. In almost 
every Slate wo have u school of empirics 
experimenting with the problem, the first 
principles of which they do not grasp, and 
consequently the remedies they propose 
are in our opinion fraught with gtuve evil, 


signs; railroads have been subsidized, 
patent rights have been extended, sub* 
sidies have been voted, and the whole 
system of protection has bceu established 
to rob the many for- the benetU of the 
few. It would be folly to contend that 
there bare lieen no compensations, 
but these compensations bear uo pro¬ 
portion whatever to the evil wrought. 
Somewhat alarmed by the increasing 
power of corpomtious, some propose still 
further legislation. This Is supreme folly. 

If legislation is to control railroads, build 
bridges, establish a postal telegraph and 
protect our whole system of infant indus¬ 
tries, we may be very certain this legisla¬ 
tion will soon be directed by the great cor¬ 
porations, controlled in their own Interest 
nnd 60 managed as to crush out aspiring 
competitors. 

The remedies proposed by Mr. Reagan 
for the difficulties iu transportation, the 
educational bill offered by Mr. Wilms, 
tho postal telegraph scheme, the bill for 
regulating the cattle business between tho 
Slate.?, the whole system of subsidies 
called the protective tariff, are open at the 
begiuuing to exuctly the some objection; 
each proposes tho exercise of some 
arbitrary and questionable power. 
The way out of our difficulties 
is to divorce legislation from 
corporate influences, and that can only be 
done by confining it strictly to its own 
proper and unquestioned functions. 

We are all too prone to attempt by force 
to make men happy aud wiser and better 
in spite of their own nature, own wishes 
aud desires. Each man has an inalienable 
right to go straight to the devil, provided 
always that he does not carry others 
with him in opposition to their 
own wishes or desires. The mis¬ 
take we make now. thut we 
have always made, is to attempt to reform 
men by legislative enactment. It is not the 
province of society to reform men; if it is, 
then tho first tiling society should do is to 
determine which is the best form of religion 
and force every man to accept it. 

Wc advance slowdy, but we have ad¬ 
vanced far enough to surrender the idea of 
an established religion. That is something, 
but wo adhere still to a strange belief in the 
miraculous power of legislation. Represent¬ 
ative government is a government of com¬ 
promises; not always a government of the 
highest intelligence. Yet we ask that this 
Government be endowed with nil but ab¬ 
solute power over the consciences of men. 
We propose to take from individuals the 
control of their property, the control of 
their children; we would force them 
to invest their money in unprofit¬ 
able and chimerical schemes; we in¬ 
sist they shall contribute to chari¬ 
table purposes approved by us, in a 
a hundred ways we limit a man’s personal 
liberty and deprive him of what has cost 
him long labor and much thought. 

So we see working side by side two 
schools—one seeking to augment the power 
of government; one in acurch of special 
privileges or large appropriations. These 
influences are not in reality antag¬ 
onistic; what strengthens one iu time 
strengthens the other; in each 
the propelling force is the same, 
and the triumph of the one only prepares 
the way for the triumph of the other. 

Let us clear our minds of cant. Let us 
not accept as a leader every man who an¬ 
nounce* himself as a friend of the people. 
It U not enough even if a man has good 
intentions. Good Intentions must be 
backed by wisdom or else they lend direct 
to destruction. Legislation should be guided 
not by prejudice or passion; it should 
be formulated not to meet some temporary 
emergency, not lo benefit a class or sec¬ 
tion, but it should illustrate clearly aud 
unmistakable the principles of liberty and 
Individual freedom; it must uphold the 
rights of property; it must punish prompt 
ly and severely all crime and restrain all 
criminals. Good government we have not; 
it is not good 6imply because we expect 
too much of it, and attempt too much 
through it. It is less government ami bet¬ 
ter government, less legislation, less inter¬ 
ference with the wishes and the desires, 
with the whim? aud caprices, if you will, 
of the individual. 


Republicans carried Indiana in 1880 was 
one of the most unique ami beautiful 
known to diplomacy or morals. As every- 
IkxIj is aware, and as Mr. Dorsey has 
also explained, the Republican committee 
in that year seut a large cabiuet full of 
greenbacks Into Indiana, amounting 
to hundreds of thousand? of dollars, 
which were judiciously Invested 
iu buying votes, but the Republican party, 
being the party of high moral ideas, at 
the same time ntoued for anything in this 
plan which might smack of the dishonor¬ 
able by also devoting tithe* of its funds to 
the upbuilding and strengthening of the 
church, to encouraging and Humiliating 
Christianity and morality, and to “amkiug 
the lonely way of the CampbellHe ns 
pleasant as possible.’* 

Wah not this a happy inspiration? 

Here,” aaid they, “ive have a hundred 
thousand dollars which we have squeezed 
out of tlu* Government employes. To 
spend the whole of this hardly earned 
money in buying bullets might subject us 
to the charge of corruption aud bribery. 
Let us invest a portion of it in budd¬ 
ing churches for the lonely Camp- 
bellltcs, particularly for the Demo¬ 
cratic lonely Campbellltes. This will 
cure whatever of uppareut 'crook 
educes' there may be in the way in which 
wc propose to put out the heft of this 
money, und perudventure will «t the same 
time bring to usmauy votes from the good 
brethren whom wo could uol otherwise 
corral into our folilA 

For a double-nciing. self-adjusting aud 
self-cleaning politico-religious system this 
was unparaded, and It would have been 
tho most underserved and the eroelesf 
snuff to the fires of genious for the party 
inventing and putting it into operation to 
have met with auv other result than success.

porations, but this danger is due to foolish 
or to wicked legislation in the past. A 
strict construction of the power of the 
government at Washington, at Frank¬ 
fort, and at the City Hail, 
in Louisville, would in the 
past have saved millions to the people 
which have gone into the coffered the 
corporations. By special legislation inesti¬ 
mable privileges have been givcu away; 
the people have been taxed for a class, 
acres of land by the million have been 
voted away without a thought, rivers have 
been hauded over to private corporal ions, 
and our streets have been given up to the 
telegraph companies, to gas companies and 
railroad companies, without exacting auy 
thing whatever in return. The estates oi 
the people, belonging of a right to all the 
people, have been given away to 
corporate institutions, and the many 
suffer for the few. 

In a recent veto of a bridge bllj. Gov. 
Knott calls a halt He shows the wrong 
and the injustice of such legislation, and 
tho principle of nou-interference, the 
principle of strict construction, of exact 
limitation of the powers of iroverumcnt, 
can not be insisted on too strenuously. 
We must understand better than we have 
ever dnue that the tyranny of a majority 
can become nnd does Income as 
bnrdeusome ami as unjust ns the 
tyranny of one person. Except for cer¬ 
tain specific purposes, purposes well uu- 
derstood aud absolutely necessary, nine 
men, even when entirely unanimous, have 
no right to force a tenth to contribute to 
auv object whatever; it matters not how* 
good it is, how beneficial, how directly 
and personally profitable it may be. In 
dividuul rights must be respected by so¬ 
ciety or the violation of them growing with 
each infraction will lead to wide spread 
ditronlcnt aud to final disaster. 

Time fails us to specify how frequently 
this right has been violated in the past, 
aud only a complete history of the coun¬ 
try could show* the evil consequences of 
such unwise legislation. Taxation has been 
used to advance purely pctaonally de 


her. a tariff" reform club of at least five 
hundred members. Such clubs K lias al¬ 
ready been proposed to form in several lo¬ 
calities. and a study of the district* which 
give small majorities shows that in a con 
sidernhlc proportion of them, those which 
are not hopelessly protection 1st. ft tariff 
reform club could force the nomination of 
a pledged tariff reformer.*’ It has bceu 
suggested that an address and pledge be 
circulated, to thU effect:

“That if any 8ta&* dmdrea t*» foster a particu¬ 
lar industry within ft* limits it may effectually 
do this by the provision of a State hoimfy, w hich 
cmii be Uld by the Slate Leiri«dftture. 

••That the Federal taxation can not. w ithout 
jrrest aud proved abuse*, be used for such pur- 
pov-fi. ami ih.it Congress (•tight (-• lay taxes and 
dunes upon the whole peopla for revenue onlv.” 

Ttiia plan seems to have its origiu in the 
fear that I lie Dom.KTUt* are not in eitruoat 
in behuif of tariff idorin. U ie probable 
tlmt tfir next few weeks will show that this 
is a mistaken preemption, although dm 
presentation of tariff reform practically lo 
the people by such Hubs would inevitably 
result in nint h good. 


“WHEN THE DEVIL WAS SICK.** 
Ex-Senator Dohsey, late Chairman of 
the Republican National Committee, and 
who is acknowledged to have doue more 
for the success of ids party in the last 
Ptesidential campaign than any other 
man, has been talking again, among other 
things, about how that election was won. 

It was a general comment during that 
campaign that tbe Republicans were put¬ 
ting a good deal of dependence on the 
vote of the Campbellitc, or Christian, 
church, of which Gen. Garfield was 
member, and that they were making 
energetic efforts to control the vote of that 
church. 

•‘Oh, yea,” says Mr. Dorsey; "we did 
all .we could, aud used all the methods 
in our power to produce the result de¬ 
sired. I say this because 1 don’t think 
there is nny secret about it If there is, it 
is so open that tens of thousands of pco 
pie know it *’ The most prominent men 
of the church, Doiisey adds, were sent 
out, among them being Mr. Phillips, of 
Pennsylvania, Gen. Garfield’s successor 
us President of Hiram College. 

This, however, Is uo news to those who 
kept posted on the political events of the 
time. The interesting feature of Dorsey' 
confessions on this subject concerns the 
mutt us operandi of this church work—or 
rather of how the Republicans “worked.” 
or sought lo work, tho church. 

Where they found a church in debt which 
represented a large number of votes, ex 
plains Mr. Dorset, they thought it best to 
pay off the debt, nnd where they found a 
community with a good number ot Camp- 
belllte volet* without a church, they con¬ 
tributed liberally toward building one, “and 
especially if'thc voters were Democrats. ' 

'T carried out these suggestions to the 
best of my ability,” concludes tho candid 
Dorsey, “under the guardianship of Mr. 
Phillips nnd others. We tried to make 
the lonely way of the Campbellitc as pleas¬ 
ant as possible, and there were about 
25,00t) of them iu the State” (Indiana). 

Tt is unfortunate that this revelation of 
the Republicans’ leader goes no further. 
It w'ould ^be interesting to know just how 
lunuy votes out of those 25,000 were se¬ 
cured lo the Republican ticket by this lib¬ 
eral fostering of tho church. In a Slate 
in which the two parties are so evenly di¬ 
vided ns Indiana, such information would 
be highly important, not ouly in forming 
a correct estimate of political history, but 
also iu forccfA>>tiug aud properly preparing 
for the coming campaign

A GOOD BILL. 

A bill amending the charter of this insti¬ 
tution is now iu the hands of the Commit¬ 
tee on Public Chanties of the House of 
Representatives of thu Kentucky Legisla¬ 
ture. It is understood that the proposed 
amendment has the cordial nnd unanimous 
approval of that committee. As we under¬ 
stand its provisions it can not fail to meet 
the sanction of the Legislature. It proposes 
to exteud the benefits of education to the 
colored blind children! of the Common 
wealth, under the general supervision and 
management of the Board of Visitors of 
the existing institution, und to euiitle the 
colored blind to all the rights and benefits 
conferred by the original charter and the 
sevetAl amendments thereby Tho Ken¬ 
tucky Institution was chartered in 1844, 
aud has been iu successful operation from 
that time to the present, but its pro¬ 
posed benefits ( JLui vc been conferred ex¬ 
clusively on thr white bliud children of 
the State. Til^s was the policy of 
the State when the institution was 
established, aud has been adhered to by 
the Board of Trust cos under an imperative 
sense of duty. 

Repeated applications have been and 
will continue lo be made for the free ad¬ 
mission of the colored blind into the insti¬ 
tution, and on equal terms with the white. 
The school is now composed, as was origi¬ 
nally intended, of white children, nmleuud 
female, who are totally blind. It is the 
well-settled opinion of the Visitors thut it 
would bo unwise to bring the blind of 
both races into Hose and familiar contact. 
Eulightencd public sentiment and a just 
regard for tho interest of both races forbid 
such an experiment. 

Tho Visitors, clearly pereeiviug the diffi¬ 
culties presented, and at the same lime 
recognizing the legal rights of the colored 
bliud as interpreted by the Federal courts, 
have in this proposed bill suggested a pol¬ 
icy which must commend itself to the 
enlightened consideration of the Legisla¬ 
ture. 

Tho bill provides an appropriation of 
$20,000 for the erection of a 
suitable building or buildings con¬ 
tiguous to the premises now held 
and occupied by the Kentucky Institution, 
with the necessary grounds attached, for 
the exclusive use and occupation ot the 
colored bliud. They can thus be pluced 
under the direct supervision of the Board 
of Visitors and the General Superintend 
nut. The necessary effect will be not only 
a saving of great expense lo tho State, but 
a just aud adequate provision for the col¬ 
ored blind children ot the Commonwealth. 

The proposed bill is well guarded and 
by its terms the interest of the State is fully 
protected. The sum appropriated is to be 
paid iu four quarterly installments with 
the proviso that the first payment is upt to 
Ik* made until the building is in tbe pro¬ 
gress of erection, and the Treasurer duly 
notified of that fact, and tho other pay¬ 
ments made quarterly thereafter, except 
the lost puy incut, which shall not be made 
until the building is fully completed and 
accepted by tbo Bqard of Visitois und of 
that fact the Treasurer notified us afore¬ 
said. 

It may be and it is probably true that 
the sum asked for is barely sufficient, but 
with wise economy the Board of Visitors 
arc determined to make it answer all the 
purposes inteu<led. The proposed measure 
has certaiuly the merit of strict economy 
und manifests a just regard for the best 
interests of the Stale. The policy of edu¬ 
cating the blind children of both races iu 
the suiiig institution, under the sumo gen¬ 
eral management, but kept separate .und 
apart from one another, has already becu 
adopted iu the Slates of Virginia, West 
Virginia, Maryland aud North Carolina. 

The passage of this meustire will com¬ 
plete Kentucky’s noble work iu behalf of 
her helpless and unfortunate blind chil¬ 
dren.

The consequence of this 
discrimination is thut the rice duty is levied 
in the interest of brewers as well a» plant¬ 
ers. but why the brewers should tie per¬ 
mitted to import at hulf the duty paid by 
other consumers of rice is u question which 
we are nt present unable to answer.

A CBOWDED CRIMINAL DOCKET 


f.Xpeci at to the Courier-JonmnJ.} 

Grayson, iCr„ Feb. 11. — Everything 
quiet here juat on the eve of Neal’s trial. 
That the trial will go on there is little doubt. 
The great difficulty will bo in obtaining a 
jury, as almost ovory cilizeu of Cortor coun¬ 
ty is disqualified from serving on account of 
becouiiog so familiar with the facts and cir¬ 
cumstances of the case. The conduct of 
Craft upou the gallows bad its influence up¬ 
on many of the citizens of Carter. His 
protestations of innocence up to and in the 
very act almost of death went far toward 
convincing many of those present of hts in¬ 
nocence. Judge Brown has decided that any 
person who formed nuy opinion in tbe 
cone from seeing Craft exocutod aud 
bearing him talk is disqualified os a juror in 
this cane, which will exclude ajkrge number 
of t arter county people, as a very large 
crowd witnessed his execution. It is pretty 
certain that the court will have to summon 
jurors from the adjoining counties before a 
panel is marie up to try the case, and it may 
be that too balance of tho term of two weeks 
will be consumed iu the trial. 

Public sentiment here is not demonstrative 
at all. Everybody soetns perfectly willin( 
that the law ebould lake its course, and 
whatever may he the result the people will 
accept it as an tmd of tbo last act of that ter¬ 
rible tragedy which began iu eventful history 
in this pfi't of the oouutry. The prisoner 
is ably represented by counsel, aud 
the Commonwealth will surely not suffer io 
the hands of Hon. S. G. Kenner and Hon. 
K. F. Prichard for the prosecution. A re¬ 
markable feature in the Neal cose is that he 
has never asked a continuance at any time 
when his cast* was called aud never a post- 
I tone me 111 but once, ami then ouly for a few 
day*. A powerful effort will be made to 
acquit him at this time; what tho result will 
be u, as a matter of course, the merest con¬ 
jecture. 

Neal doos not sloop well and eats very 
little. In an uuerview he stated to your 
correspondent that he had long languished in 
jail aud been deprived of the oociety of hi* 
l&rmiy and friends and of bis liberty, and it 
might possibly be that ho would have to give 
up bis life upon tbe callow*, but the fact 
of tho inward approval of his conscience and 
a knowledge ot ms innocence would hustam 
him eveu 011 the trying ordeal of death, and 
while It w«» only human to be greatly 
interested in the final determination 
of his trial, yet if his worat fears should bo 
realized, he would be comforted by the 
thought that w*hile he was a victim of a 
tpim of unfortunate circumstances he was 
innocent us those who convicted him of 
1 crime. 

U. \Y. 8. Henderson, ebargod with the 
murder of Clark, iu this county, in October, 
1882, i» also here. He was convicted of 
murder at the last term of this court, and 
sentenced to be hanged in November last; 
but his case was reversed by the Court of 
Appeals, and his trial U .sat for the thirteenth 
day of the term. 

Fugit, who killed Anglin at tbe E. K. 
J unctiou Inst fall, was also indicted by the 
present grand jury of murder, aud is now 
confined iti the < atlotulmrg jail awaiting 
1 trial, which lie will hardly get at this term. 

There are now upon this docket 718 crirni- 
j nai and penal case* and 445 civil case* to ho 
tried. A trial of a civil ca*e, triable by 
jury, has not been hail in this court for over 
two 3 T ears, ou account of tbe largo number 
of criminal ciues to be heard. There are 
now eleven prisoners iu jail awaiting trial,' 
about five or six of them for b.-umy. 

A measure is pending in the legislature to 
creme a Criminal Court iu this district, 
which, if adopted, uiUgivo considerable 1*0- 
iief to tbi* over burdened uncket.

GENERAL WASHINGTON NEWS.

Washington, Feb. 11.—Unddr tbe usual 
Monday’s call of States in tbe House tbU 
ifternoon tbero was a comparntlvoly siuall 
lood of bills. The rest of the day was de¬ 
voted to a full discussion of tbe Hood of the 
Ohio river. This absorbed ali tbe other 
matters to which it was intended that at¬ 
tention should be giveu. 

Judge Follett, of Ohio, brought in from 
the Appropriations Committee a joint reso¬ 
lution to appropriate $300,000 for tbo re¬ 
lief of the sufferers by the Ohio flood. He 
did this very quietly ami without any an¬ 
ticipation that there would bo tnuterial ob¬ 
jections to its passage. In this ue was mis¬ 
taken from a simple measure of relief for 
which these are precedents without uuinber. 

It was said that this was wholly inexcusable 
and wholly unnecessary. 

Frank Hiscock; of New York, who chaffs 
because he is not recognized os the leader on 
;ne Republican side, thought he saw an op¬ 
portunity to assert himself. He got up and 
►aid that while he was not opposed to grant¬ 
ing relief to tbo flood sufferers, he thought 
to do so would be unconstitutional. In 
making this statement be outlined what he 
was afterward compelled to admit that ho 
was entirely unt mummied in whatever he did 
by constitutional obligations. It was a 
strange thing for any member of Congress to 
say, but Mr. Frnuk Hiscock said it. Tbe 
object of Mr. Frank Hiscock was evident. 
He wanted to get tbe Democratic side into a 
false position, by makiug them wrangle 
over the constitutionality of the question in¬ 
volved and put itself into a ludicrous posi¬ 
tion. In this be was disappointed. Mr. 
Frank Hiscock, before tho debate was over, 
was sorry for what ho had done. He was 
not belabored one-half ns much by the 
Democrat!.; side as he was by tho Republican 
members who spoke. He could not answer; 
le simply contented himself with every now 
and then interjecting a few remarks in de¬ 
fense of himself, with a gesture at once pe¬ 
culiar to himself and ludicrous to every- 
tardy else. Mr. Frank Hiscock was left eu- 
ureJy alone in his ill-chosen behavior. Borne 
:t bis fellow-members on thAt side, after 
talking all they wanted to, commenced to 
yell, “Vote! vote!’’ whenever a Democrat 
was accorded tbe floor. Judge Follett, 
of Ohio, who had charge • of 
the resolution, managed it very 
well. He is one of tbe best 
men in the House; so, also, is Mr. 
Jordan, of Cincinnati, who made a very 
liue speech in favor of the Ohio-river suffer¬ 
ers ou the Republican sido. Mr. Horr, of 
Michigan, and Mr. Bel ford, of Colorado, 
in Ado the best speeches. They were both in 
favor of tbo sufferers. Horr said it was not 
a question of constitutionality, but of hu¬ 
manity. Belford, after thanking God that 
thi'qpu* * chance to get some of tho surplus 
out of the Treasury (getting tbu surplus out 
of tbe vaults R Bolford’s Uwt bold), said that 
the question of constitutionality could not 
enter into tbe discussion. It was a question 
of God and his teachings. It was tue relief 
of follow-human beings in distress Before 
ifiat the greatest constitution ever devised 
by man must bow. 

There was a good deal of talk, and many 
telegram'! received bv different members 
were sent to the Clerk’s dn*k to tie read. 
They showed in strong and ofthn picturesque 
language the existing di»tref& aloug TOO 
miles of tbe Ohio valley. Finally voting be- 
jran. The first vote was upon an amvndnieut 
offered by **r. Watson, of West Virginia, to 
iu?rea*e the amount to be appropriated to 
toOO.OOO. Thu» was voted down upon tbe 
representation by Judge Follett, who bad 
vhargo of tbo original resolution, that $300,- 
1)00 wan all that is necessary at tho present 
time. If more is needed then it will be forth¬ 
coming. Tbe original resolution for $300,- 
000 was then passed with but e)*vcu votes in 
tho negative. _ _ 

THE HOUSE OF LORDS 

tfl DISTURBED HV A WHISTLE—RIDDI.EBURG- 
ER’S RESOLUTION AND VIUUINIa’S PATUON- 
AGE. 

fApecial to the Courier-Journal.} 
Washington, Feb. 11.— Bhortly after 
prayers this morning, a sharp, shrill whistle 
rang through tbo Smutto Chambers. Tho 
Bergeant-at-Arms cast his eagle* eye over the 
gailories for the offender, Mr. Edmunds 
looked black as thunder, and Senators on the 
top sides tvere deeply shocked at this affront 
to thetr dignity. Before tbpy recovered 
from their surprise, tbe wbUtiu rang out 
again, but nearer, clearer and shriller than 
before. This time the whistler was spotted. 
It was no less a personage than Senator 
Laphurn, the successor of Itoseoe Coukling. 
Mr. Lapbarn U abseut-minded at times. This 
morning he wanted a page, and whistled for 
l ira. This was the explanation he gav© to 
bis bewildered colleagues, who gave him 
quietiy to understand that men have died for 
smaller offenses against the dignity of the 
American iiouso of Lord.-*. 

Beuator Riddloberger’s resolution for a 
joint committee to investigate recent re¬ 
movals by the new ofllcors of the House and 
Renat© did not make much stir this morning. 

Mr. Beck explained that he had objected 
to its consideration on the ground that tbo 
Renat© has no right to interfere with the 
House in such matters. 

Mr. Vest referred to Tliddleberger's state¬ 
ment that Virginia bad not received her pro- 
portiou of Federal patronage, and u »uminz 
that that geuLlemaa wished the fullest, fair¬ 
est and most complete investigation, offered 
an amendment widening the scope of the 
inquiry. This amendment declined the 
committee wbat directions or instructions 
had been given by the President or beads of 
departments within tho past three years in 
regard to appointments or removals in Vir 
ginia. what appointments or removals have 
taon made, and upon whose application or 
recommendation, together with the political 
opinions of persons ho appointed or moved. 
Riddleberger was taken aback by this 
amendment. To gain lime for thought he 
would read it over again, and then in a reck¬ 
less manner, he declared be had no objection 
to it, and repeated, in part. bU speech of 
Friday last, to tbe effect that Virginia, in¬ 
stead of taring favored by tho Executive, had 
been woefully neglected in the matter of ap¬ 
pointments. 

“I do not come here/* be said, “to strug¬ 
gle for this patronage, ^ but I am ready to 
Throw back tbo allegation that Virginia bus 
misused its p&trotu*go or gotten more 
than her share from the Govern¬ 
ment.” He forgot wlmt he had said 
at the outset. Inclosing bo said that no good 
could come from the amendment, which was 
not offered in the spirit which ought to char¬ 
acterise the proceedings of the Senate. 

Mr. Vest administered a rebfiko to tho 


junior Senator from Virginia for presuming 
to give advice as to the duty of other Sen¬ 
ators on the floor, and reminded birn that ho 
(Riddle Berger) was the originator of tbo de¬ 
bate. if there had beeu no misuse or abuso 
of Federal patronage in Virginia tbe investi¬ 
gation could do no barm, but would set at 
rest the aspersions cost at the genliriuun in 
regard to that question. 

On the ground that this was an unprofit¬ 
able discussion on a subject about which 
there was sufficient information, Mr. Ingalls 
moved to refer ta»th resolutions to the Com¬ 
mittee on Civil Sorvlce. 

Mr. Conger, however, had a speech to 
make, and ue »et out to make it. lie was 
cut off at 2 o’clock under tbo rules, ami re¬ 
fused Mr. Edmunds’ proposition that he be 
allowed to flntsh, stating that be preferred to 
start in fresh again to-morrow. 

Tho House bill appropriating $300,000 for 
the relief of the offerers by tbe floods 
passed the Senate this evening. It will go to 
the President for bis signature at once. 

SENATOR HECK'S STATEMENT 

BEFORE THE TINANOE COMMITTEE ON EX¬ 
TENSION OF THE BONDED PERIOD. 

(5ihh:i<i/ to the Courier^Journal.) 

Washington, Feb. 11.— The following U 
the statement of Hon. James B. Beck, laid 
before the Finance Committee of tho Sentae, 
in support of tbs bill introduced and referred 
by him for the extension of the bonded peri¬ 
od on distilled spirits: 

Tho bill presented by the distillers and dealers 
in distilled spirits presents a simple business 
proposition for tho consideration of their repre- 
(tentative* in Congress—one which, if addressed 
to individual members whose circumstances 
were us free from embarrassment as tbe Untied 
States now fortunately are by persons indebred 
to them, would be accepted at once. These citi¬ 
zens say that they have, without knowing u or 
intending to do so. produced and purchased dis¬ 
tilled spirits largely in excels of the demand for 
them; tlmt the mx Imposed on their consump¬ 
tion, if required to be paid before they can 
find a market for thorn, u so heavy that 
they ere unable to meet It. They there¬ 
fore a ik for a a extension of lime, and 
oiler to allow their creditor to retain in 
bis own hands, until tbe last dollar is paid, all 
their property, which, it is conceded, U worth 
much more thuu tbe debt they owe. For tbo in 
diligence asked they will con-tent, if you insist 
upon U, to pay interest at as high a rate as the 
Government has to pay on Its outstanding nbli- 
gr.tion?, though they protest against It; and they 
give every assurance possible tnat tho overpro¬ 
duction from which they are now suffering -hall 
uot occur again. They urge tlielr representative-* 
to consider that no more reliable source of per¬ 
manent revenue can be derived than the Ui on 
their products, every dollar of It, less tbe cost of 
collection, being pa.d tntd the Treasury, but they 
insist that they must be allowed to enjoy reason¬ 
able prosperity or the revenues of the Govern¬ 
ment can uot be long obtained from that source. 

The Government has cull cted from distill-d 
spirits during the last twenty year* ia round nuui- 
ta-r* $1,099,090,009, and at the printout rate of 
taxaUon that lax alone will pay off tbe whole 
interest beat ing debt of the Vailed Stale.*, which 
on the 1st of February amounted to $1,202,349, • 
BOO, before Its maturity in UK)?, tbe annual tax 
collected fob last year being $74.368,755 20, while 
the interest oil the bauds outstanding on the first 
day of February. 1*84, was $48,1*99,907. leaving 
a surplus from this tax of $25,301,808 after pav¬ 
ing tbo interest to be applied to the redemption 
of the principal. Wo have only $274,909,000 
of bonus outstanding that we can pay be¬ 
fore td*pt**mb*T l, lhUl. For the fiscal 
year 1882 the excess of revenue over 
ordinary expenditure was $145,543,810 71; 
for the year 1883, $132,870,444 41. and up to 
Feb. lor this year we have de<-rea»ed the prin¬ 
cipal of the bonded debt. $05,007.48? 02. so that 
lucre is no reason why the indulgence u>Ued for 
nmy not be safely and properly given. 1 said 
that these men were giving every po.,ri»dr assur¬ 
ance against a recurrence of tne present dU- 
a\trous condition of things. The Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue, on page 123 of his last re¬ 
port, shows that the gallons produced la 18~1 
Were 117.78«.l50; in 1882. J05,85;U0I. and in 
1883. 74.ui3.30H, and the Secretary of the Treas¬ 
ury, in his last report, page 43. shows that five- 
sixths of this decree*.* is in the production of 
what are know n n* Buurbon and rye whiskies, 
which nr*} required to be kept for years 
before they are lit for use. The decrease 
would doubtless have breu greater but for 
con lltlons which muet nol he overlooked. Dis¬ 
tillery property can nol be con verted to mar 
oilier ii»e. if that business Is ever to be resumed. 
Contra^* often extending years ahead had to be 
tilled Grain, cattle and "hogs on hand or con¬ 
tracted for had to bo used aud fed. The Com¬ 
missioner ou page 86 of his report shows that in 
1883 83.272 cattle and 83,388 hogs were fed nt 
registered grain distilleries and that their In- 
crease of weight was iU.508.U2o pounds, which 
gives some idea of the magnitude of this branch 
of the business as well a* of tu Importance to the 
commerce of the country. 

It was a public misfortune, reaching far be¬ 
yond mere individual losses, that this reller was 
not granted by the last Cougre**. .'fcuacor* know 
how tuativ of the oldest and best business men 
have suffered I will not parade their mis¬ 
fortunes before the country. Tbe wont ie yet to 
come. 

Col. C. W. Moulton, of Ohio, ns attorney for 
the distillers and dealers in Cincinnati, filed with 
tbe Finance Committee of thw last Congress a 
very able briof. selling forth with great clearness 
and force the urgeut reasons why a bill such os 
this ought to post. Appended to it is tne follow¬ 
ing instructive table;

Washington, Feb. 11.—The Committee 
on Ways and Means yesterday held a session 
to hear tho friends of the extension of tb^ 
bonded whisky period.

No action w as taken on 
account of tb* fact that Mr. Blackburn, of 
Kentucky, had only arrived in the morning 
from Kentucky and had not bad time to pre¬ 
suit his views. The committee will sit for 
tho same purpose to-morrow. 

THE POSTAL TELEGRAPH. 

REPRESENTATIVES ANDERSON AND SUMNER 
BEFORE THK HOUSE SUB COMMITTEE CON¬ 
SIDERING THE BUB.TKCT. 

Washington, Feb. 11.— Representatives 
Anderson and Sumner appeared to-day be¬ 
fore tho House Sub-committee considering 
the proposition for a postal telegraph, and 
adverted to the bills introduced In tbe House 
by them. Mr. Anderson was of the 
opinion that the Western Union Company 
could bring sufficient influence to defeat 
any measure making a telegraph for tbe Gov¬ 
ernment, and favored his proposition to issue 
bonds for the construction of a system of 
Government telegraph lines. All free deliv¬ 
ery post-offices, he thought, should t*» con¬ 
nected by telegraph, and as the land-grant 
railroad companies’ lines, by the act 
of 1W50, were at the service of the 
Government, it would not bo necessary 
to construct lines between St. Paul. Kansas 
City and Marshall Tex., tbe terminus of 
those roads, and bis plan, be said, would, in 
a great degree, prevent, the Ponttimster Gen¬ 
eral from using the wires for partisan pur¬ 
poses. The Jines would be extended only to 
tlHise points where the postal receipts war¬ 
ranted the expectation that such extension 
would be profitable. 

Mr. 8umner also favors a system of tele¬ 
graph constructed by tho Government, and 
exptaiued the main fonlures of bis bill.

( oiiRtltuUnn or law might be, it was a cry of dis¬ 
tress. and it was the duty of Congress u> furnish 
the relief asked. 

Mr. HISCOCK *aid ho would flot have the 
hardihood to vote against tlie measure, but he 
had expected that the grqtlmni'U from New York 
and Connecticut iCox ami Eaton* would call At¬ 
tention to the tact Ural thrie might lw tu this 
resolution a violent attack on the Constitution. 
No great State like Ohio, an empire, ought lo 
(Mme here when her Legislature t« in session and 
ask to have her cttlreus supported from tlie 
Treasurr. If his Mate (New ^orkj came here 
* ilh a like reqii’-ht he would stand on this floor 
and ask time the House do not accede to it 
'V heu state* were poor they might come here 
and ask for assistance, but be did not Uke to see 
great .state* like • dno. New York, IlliuoN or 
Michigan puna around the hat of beggary. New 
York would rely upon her cities and ujron her 
churches. H« be;i-ved she would prefer to do it 
for Ohio rather than have a Representative tti nt 
that State stand here -nd advocate taking mou«y 
from the National Treasury. 

.Mr. CANNON expre oed his heart-felt support 
of the pending measure. 

Mr. BAYNE could discover no constitutional 
difficulty in th'.* way of auy appropriation. He 
found a warrant tor the action in the general 
welfare clause of the Consmut.oti. 

Mr. HOUR contended thaL th» pending meas¬ 
ure cam* nlthln tue pnl* of the C onstitution. 
Tbe people alonv ‘he banks of the Ohio were iu 
uerti of immediate relief, ami It should he 
granted. 

Mr GOFF said tlie gentleman from New York 
(Mr. Hiscock) spoke as if Ohio should manage 
this question nereelf. There were to-day miff- 
ions of people suffering because of the great 
flood, not in Ohio alone, but in PenusvivauU. 
West Virginia and Kentucky, In the face of this 
great cal unity, it w as no time to split hairs ou a 
cousiUutifiuil question 

Mr. TAYLOR (Ohio) w-nnaly supported the 
measure, but predicted that $3C0.9<i • would bo 
Insufficient for the purpoa** of relief, and de¬ 
clared that $1,900,009 would uot be more tnan 
sufficient. 

Mr. BELFORD was glad an opportunity had 
b^en found to open the vaults o! the treasury 
and to relieve tue Government of the surplus 
revenue so diligently hoarded and scrupulously 
kept by u Secretary of tho Treasury frmn New 
York. Talk about thu Constitution, talk about 
laws, htmianfiy wu*» greater than any constitu¬ 
tion ever turn.(dated by any people it was 
huinanity for which tlie t ‘ou^iitutiou was mtulo 
and laws were enacted. Talk about State right*, 
what were they in the ore •nee of a calamity 
such as the prettentf Siijijk** Ih* geniicuiAii 
from Connecticut i Mr. haloni had lived tn the 
days of Noau and found him-elf perctuHi upon 
Mount Ararut I oklrig dowu ou tno bubmerged 
p!aiu» and been appealed to for help by Die peo¬ 
ple flying from Nineveh or drowmug in the 
water*. He would have referred tlmt crowd to 
the City Couucil of Nineveh and told it to make 
an appropriation to stop the rain. (Laughter J 
That, w ould have been I ho Slate-rights doctrine 
then, it was Ui*- Stare doctrine now. 

Mr. HISCOCK »utd that, having reported to ths 
last Congress the bill for the relief ot the fll-rals- 
aippi HiffereiA he didn’t, ftiipposo auy one would 
think he was troubled wl/i any constitutional 
question*. He w&» unt. nnd yet he was in favor 
of an appropriation of this *;itt being confined to 
the Sut»»s w hioh were not iu condition lo, ex¬ 
pend money Uiemsoive*. 

Mr. COX. of Netv York, questioned the con¬ 
st! tui tonality of the measure It should have 
been passed in silence, anil If it was any breach 
of ihe Constitution, God Almighty tn his kmdnerS 
would pardon tt 'Ihere wute some dt?eAb«r*» 
that no foresight could anticipate or cure, and 
oue of them was the calamity now on the coun¬ 
try, aud it he could not give in-, band or ins 
head he could give hi* heart to this vote. [Ap¬ 
plause.] 

Mr. REAGAN regarded such a question os this 
as bring unforeseen by the Constitution, and 
thought a KepresentaiJve couli vote f**r the 
measure, a* it did uot. infringe upoft the hoeriy 
aud security of the people. 

Mr. TOWNSHEND thought tbe Federal Gov- 
ermuent should stretch forth its strong arm aud 
relieve thr KUtTering people of the Ohio valley. 

Mr. Ul-OUNT spoke In behalf of rhe measure, 
and gratefully acknowledged the relief accorded 
the jMsfijde of the South when that section was 
ravAged by yellow lever. 

Mr. JuKDAN drew a graphic picture of Hie 
sufferings of thr people living on the banks of the 
Gbio and its triboturieN. and appealed to tho 
humanity of Congress to tender succor to them.

He had grave doubt* about the power of 
Congress to pay out tbe money:* of tho people, 
t-ven iu A great calamity like thi*. but a* tl n 
gentleman from Nuw York (Mr. Cox) bad said

Kntou, i 5 le- 
callctl by Mr. Parton In a very readable 
chapter. She was the pretty nod vivacious 
but not over prudent tAvern-kcefur’a daugh¬ 
ter in Washington, you kuow . who became 
tho vvifo of General Jackson’s Secretary, 
and in v- hose ^xiial behalf the whole power 
Of th® Jack.'>n Administration was brought 
to Lear with so uiucb Uctenmuutfmt nnd 

with Mich unusual consequences. Tb-lndr** 

of Wasiiington itiAde up their minds with 
one accord that Mrs. Eaton was an improper 
and unworthy woman, and that they would 
not call upon her nor recognize her iu auy 
way as the wife of a Cabinet Minister. Gen¬ 
eral Jackson took her part, and )>c- 
cume bfr personal champion, using 
every moans at his command to 
compel attention and consideration 
for her. “I have had in my huu«L,” said 
Mr. r'arton, “hundred* ot pages of manu¬ 
script m Gen. Jackson 1 » wriliu^, afl relating 
to this affair.“ He summoned tno propa¬ 
gators of tbe scandola concerning her; ho 
made her case a topic of Cabinet dlitcuhsiou; 
he threatenod representative* of foreign gov¬ 
ernments with dismissal on her account; ho 
writ hi* own niece away from tlie White 
liou-se becauso she refused to ^‘cond bis ef¬ 
forts in the tabooed woman's favor. Hut it 
was all futile. “Gen. JnrIr<on’fi will was 
strong,” Mr. Barton observe*, “but he dis¬ 


covered on this occasion that woman’s won’t 
was stronger.” In ^pit® of ali id* fuming 
and storming, rh® ladies resolutely refused 
to have anything to do w ith Mr*. Eaton.

Wbm 
Maj. Eaton married her she waa a widow, 
bet first husband, a purser in the navy, hav¬ 
ing commit!' d suicide, leaving her with two 
children and very little fortune. According 
to thu beat testimony sh® was not in lact a 
wanton or bad woman, but only a careles-. 
nnd indiscreet on®. Fhe lined admiration and 
social excitement, but was not given, we 
should say, to intrigue and calculation, and 
tne circuinstances v. Iiich made b*r such a 
prominent factor in Wo*, ington affaire wer* 
pumipnlly accidental rattier than of her 
own rtiooslug or causing. It is tiooe th® le** 
true, however, that she wa* the oocatiion of 
more couteutiun and ntor® political umneuv- 
enng and atuuioeitv than any on« ^ oman 
who has ever figured iu American history, 
rio >n after the close of thu Jackson adminis¬ 
tration she vva> again left a widow, and a 
rich one at that, ami she continued to live in 
Washington for many year* inelegant style, 
though sh* never succeeded in overcoming 
the old prcjudi ® agaiust her or in winning 
tho measure of fcocinl recognition which Gen. 
Jackson stiova so hard and pereeveringly to 
secure for her. # \’ear tho cU cof h«r life, 
vvht u experience should have saved her from 
such folly, sh® took u third husband iu the 
l*}riwm of u worthies* youug Italian dancing- 
mast.T, who squandered n**r fortune and 
brought her in poverty and sorrow to the 
grave at tbo age of bi years.

LOCAL, GENERAL AND PERSONAL. 


The railroad situation Is becoming rapidly 
more critical, and If the river continues to 
rise, as is predicted, tho worst will bo reached 
to-day or to-night, so far ns the ronda are 
concerned. '1 be water had reached the 
freight det>ot of the Short-lino yesterday af¬ 
ternoon. and everything of n perishable 
nature was removed. Preparations were be¬ 
ing inadr for the reception of the flood at tbe 
passenger depot, and the platforms and other 
furniture likely to iloat away wero being 
weighed down with rail*. No night trains 
are run on the Short-line, owing to 
a transfer which has to be made at 
Finchtown trestle and tbe trouble of 
getting luto Cincinnati. It is feared the fill 
will be covered to-day, in wbicu case trains 
will have to start from the Southall-street 
depot. Tho J. t M. and 1. fill, it was reported, 
bad washed away, which trill call into requi¬ 
sition tho boats which have been held in wait¬ 
ing by this Hue, as well as tbe U. and M. and 
Monou. Tbe Southern roads were running 
regularly. Tbe Air-line continue-- to *tart 
one train a day from tho outskirts of New 
Albany. Tho C. and O. was compelled to 
transfer yesterday from Ashland to Hunting- 
ton, which is the first trouble the Hood has 
caused that line thus far.

*M>entiemeu, hr was a spotter!” was the 
answer to the storm of itiuigimtton, and in 
ten seconds everyUxiy in tho car was ap- 
plauding. 

HOW THEY RUN THROUGH WATER. 

There is considernUo iuterest takrn just 
now in the manner in which trains are forced 
through water from a foot to two feel In 
depth. The follow ing is a graphic descrip¬ 
tion given by a eorre*poudcnl oi! the Seic.s 
Journal who took Ibe trip: 

“At Newton the train entered tho water. 
Preparations bad h*vn made by banking up 
flu* lire of the engine and laying in a good 
stock of st(vnii. Thu cow-catcher plunged in 
with a splash. Det-jnsr and deeper grew tho 
water. A man stood on the platform beneath 
the head-light, and with a boat-hook turned 
aside driftwood winch otherwise would 
nave got under tue wheals. All the 
windows of the couches were up, and 
anxioui passengers wore craning out their 
neck*. With du>may they saw that tho 
train w a» going slower and slower. The eu- 
gitie was like a mighty *wiminer draining 
against, weakness occa -ioned bv long bulTel- 
iug with tbe waves. The pislun rods grew 
less vigorous at each stroke, and the escape 
of steam made a noise, almost human, as if 
tho «-wjmritrr was puiVing and blowing and 
having a hard job to keep his mouth from 
getting full of water, .fust this side of 
liitavia Junction the train stopped. After 
living three feet deep in water it was now 
only two feet. 'I he engine took a rest, and 
another tiro was made, high up against the 
w ater pq»es. An old car on a ."ide track w as 
utilized ns a toiogrnpii office, the line 
being tapped and connections being made 
through the window. Word was sent to 
terra firma that the railroad steamboat wan 
all right. One hundred and forty pauurls of 
steam were got up. Then, with creaking 
wheels and grunting joints, the machinery 
was slurp’d again. 

The water came over the second step of tho 
coaches and thou covered the trucks. There 
were tbree-qunrters of a mile more to travel. 
It took eight minutes and a half to make the 
distance. When the engine struck dry laud It 
had forty pounds of steam left. The fire w as 
out. An amusing incident in connection 
with this water trip w-os in two young fel¬ 
lows rowing two girl* in a boat behind the 
train, it was three quarters of an hour 
from tho time the tram first took water 
until it climbed up and shook itself dry 
agaiu, tho total distance being about two 
mues. The tram was only an hour late.”

WEALTH ok Kentucky--Y cur comuiittee. np- 
polcte*i on the bth day of February, ISM to m- 
vrstigate the cause ot the overflow of water at 
the Lastorn Lunatic Asylum, and to provide a 
remedy therefor, respectfully submit tbe follow¬ 
ing report: We proceeded to Lexington on the 
Uth Inst., and on the lUth to tho said nsylum, 
where we fouud tbo boiler room portly in¬ 
undated and th® fires out Tho house 
containing ths boiler is situated in a l"W 
place, near what is known in the Sinking 
Springs. There is a nniurul sewer, which was 
formerly sufficient to drain off all tne water that 
accumulated in this place, hut the sewer now is 
supposed to be partly obstructed. The surface 
water from a considerable portion uf the city 
runs into said low place, causing a pond, which 
in wot seasons rises so high that the hollers are 
inundated, as aforesaid. This has occurred 
twice before—once in December, 1KU!». and again 
In Februarv, 1*83 At Iho tun® last mimed, the 
water was at least 2 feet higher than it was when 
we visited the asylum. 

These floods have occasioned considerable in¬ 
convenience. but have not so far a* we could 
ascertain, resulted In any serious injury to the 
health of the inmates, and b> extra exertion they 
hnvo always been k*-pt In a mod*-r.vt«ly comfort¬ 
able condition until th® water subhtdt.nl. 

By 7 o'clock on yojdcrdny <February 10) the 
fires had again been started, and the trouble, so 
far as the present is concerned, had passed. It 
is, however, likely to recur during the present 
winter, and at any time when there is a heavy 
rainfall or wet season. No remedy can be ap¬ 
plied iu the existing cuiidltiou of things to obvi¬ 
ate tho difficulty, and it is necesaary that the 
General Assembly shall adopt some plan that 
will afford pe. umuent relief. Three plans were 
suggested to us. 

The find is tue erection of a n«w boiler-hous*, 
ami the removal of the machinery to a point on 
higher grounds in the rear of th® asylum 
Thu second Is to construct a sewer seven ur 
eight hundred f<*®t long, which, by employing 
the inmates and using terra cotta pipes, could 
probably done at a cost of from £1 ,.*>u to y,\000. 

Tim third is to open tin* natural outlet, which, 
if practicable, would probably be the cheapest 
method. 

The building of n new boiler-iimiKe and the re¬ 
moval of the machinery would coat not ietta than 
$10,000, and probably more. 

We recommend that this report, h® referred to 
tho Committee on Charitable Institution*, in tho 
two houses, and that said comuilttets bo directed 
to devise a id put into operation mime plan that 
will effectunlly prevout any recurrence of tho 
trouble referred to.

Baker I*a«lia, thr Hero or the Egyptian Dis¬ 
aster. 

Valentin© Baker, by titlu Balter Pasha, 
wbos® ariuy has just so tiered so terrible a 
defeat at tho hands of the Arab and negro 
allies of the Mnhdi, is an Englishman by 
Urili, like H- lxirL I’asLia nnd other Turkish 
and Egyptian commanders. After the rout 
of tho forces of Hickx Jr'a*h*. Baker was 
generally looked to as thO main support of 
the Khedive’* authority. The mission in 
which ho >vh* engn^t d at, tho time was an 
attempt to relieve the loyal garrison nt Sin- 
kat, whence Tew Ilk Dasha recently made a 
sortie, only to be out to pieces w ith all his 
troops. Tho defeat of Raker Dasha took 
place near Tokar, a village fifty miles 
south of Suakiia and ucar the 

Red Sea. As might be txpect- 
el, the European soldiers fought 
desperately and bravely. Raker was 

ably supported by Cui. Burnaby (author of 
the famous “Hide to Khiva’’j and by Col. 
.Sartoriu*. Fortunately all these distinguish¬ 
ed officers escaped. Tiio Egyptian aohliery, 
who composed tho main pari of the army, 
behaved with the most, disgraceful poltroon- 
orv, and were slaughters Hike sheep by th® 
A rule, under Daman Digm. The slaughter 

continued as far ns Triukitut, whore the 
fugitives took refuge on un English ship. 
Over 2,000 were killed, including ninety-six 
officer*, of whom sixteen were Eun jHinns. 
Four Krupp and two Gatling guns wore lost. 
It is said that Egyptian cavulry oven threw 
their saddles away and turned th©ir horses 
loos® that they might not be forced into th® 
fight. Tho provide history of Raker f’asha 
is a curious on®. Not many years ago h® 
was a dashing officer in th® Tenth 
Hu»*ars, a pelted darling of Loudon 
s wk*ty, and ifn intimate friend of th® 
Friuco of Wales. All this hejlost by bis mad 
folly of attacking au English young lady in 
0110 of the compartment carriages of* an 
English railway. *In the famous criminal 
trial thut followed, he injured bis cau-e by 
attempting to blackou the cnuractyr and mo¬ 
tives of the young lady. Cashiered and for 
a time imprisoned, hp resolved to retrieve 
his reputation by gallaut conduct, entered 
th® Turkish service, became u favorite of 
the Suiuin and served with distinction in tho 
Ottoman army. In 1RS2 he was appointed 
the Sultan's represoutativo to superintend 
the introduction of reforms in Asia Minor. 
At the close of tho Egyptian campaign that 
followed the siego of Alexandria, Baker 
Fas ha resigned his post as aid® de-camp to 
the Sultan to accept charge of th® task of 
reorganizing th® Egyptian army. Tne re¬ 
cent disaster is no *?nso his fault. Baker 
Fasba is a gallant soldier, a rigid disciplin¬ 
arian, aud ins capacity, fidelity and gallantry 
have iu a measure wiped out the disgraceful 
statu of his youthful folly.

EITEACT8 FROM ITS CONTESTS* 


London, Feb. 11.—The Queen’s new book 
was distributed to the press this morning. 
It consists of a discouue ted diary from 
August 1, 18(32, to Boptember, 1882, with a 
long gup from October, l8?D, to the final 
date, covering a period of transition from 
tb® administration of Beaconsfield to that oi 
Gladston®. Th® entire book is devoted to 
dume?>tiij and family affairs. Political allu 
sums are only iucident&J. The illustrations 
are numerous nnd include portraits of th® 
Queen and Princesses Eleanor, Louise nnd 
Beatrice, also a portrait of Grant, the 
Queen’a lady servaut, and one of her at¬ 
tendant, John Brow n. Thor® are pictures 
too of the Queen’s collie dogs, Sharp and 
Noble, and several views of sceues in th® high 
lands from sketches by the Princess Beatrice. 

iu the preface the royal authoress says that 
remembering th® feeling with which our 
“Lif* In the Highlands” was received, the 
writer thinks the present volume may equally 
evoke syoipalhy, u* while describing a very 
altered life it »hows how her sad aud suffer¬ 
ing heart was soothed and cheered by the ex¬ 
cursions aud incidents it recounts, as well as 
by tho simple uiouutaineers trom whom sho 
learned many lessons of resignation and faith 
in the quiet of the beautiful highlands. Aftor 
dedications to the “loyal highlanders and 
especially to tho memory of her faithful at 
tendantand friend, John Brown,” the diary 
opens with the building of a memorial cairn 
in honor of the Prince Consort. It readi as 
follows: 

W© started off in a little poney chair, led bv 
Brown nnd Hertic (the Prince of y\ ni»s* iu 
front, Fle&nor and Louise on ponies and two lit¬ 
tle hoy-. Ardiur and Leopold. 1 actually drove 
in a little carnace to th© top of Craig Lowritran. 
Grant and Duticaa pushing the carna^© behind 
sweet baby Beatrice. We round a; the top u 
view so tin®, a day so bright and a h**ather so 
beautifully pink, but no pi ensure, no joy—all is 
dead here. At tbe top is tho foundation of the 
cairn to be erected to my precious Albert. I and 
iny poor six orphans all placed stones on it. nnd 
our initials are to bo placed on the stones all 
round it. 

Several succeeding place* in the diary 
mention other visits to the Prince’s cairn 
along with family records and the remark* 
of domostics. The following may serve 
an example of the latter: 

When near the cairn, Grant koM. ”1 thought 
you would like to b© her® to-day. on ids bli th- 
tlay.” so entirely was she of the opinion that this 
beloved day, aiul evon th® 14th of Deomber. 
the Anniversary of his death, must not be lookM 
upon as a day of mourning Tin-re U so much 
good aud strong faith in these simple people. 

In October, 1803, when making an excur 
tiou from Balmoral to Clova, the carriage 
was overturned, and the face and right hand 
of tb© Queon wer® bruised, and Brown*] 
knees were badly hurt. Tho succeeding on 
tVios recur to Brown’s injury: 

1 was much distressed at breakfast to find that 
poor Brown’s legs had been dreadfully cut at th© 
back ot the knees, aud he said nothing about it. 
But to- ay on® became so inflamed and swelled 
so much that he could hardly move. Th© doctor 
said lie must keep il upas much os po.nsiUke and 
walk very little, uut did not forbid bis going out 
w ith the carriage. 1 did not go out in tu© morn 
Ing. 

Tbo next day, October 12, th® Queen 
write*: 

Brown’s leg is much bftter. Th# doctor 
thought he could walk over the hill to-morrow. 

When making th® first visit to Glas^alt 
Shiol Mountain Lodge, in 18BS, the diary do 
scribes the nousewurming as follow*.: 

Brown cam© to say that all the set wants were 
rend 1 .. TU*r« were present Louts®. Arthur, 
Jaue. Lady Churchill, and a utimber Of domes¬ 
tics and policemen. We mad© nineteen alto 
gethcr. Five animated reels wer® danced, i 
which ail r*ui myself Joined. After th® nrst reel 
whisky toddy wr.* brought round for 
evory one. and Brown begged that I would 
drlnK to tb*- Are kindling. Th® merry, pretty 
little ball ©ud®d nt ll o'clock, hut a man went on 
singing lu th© steward s room for some tim**. All 
wen- very imppr, but a sad thought idled my 
neart, both before dinner and when I retired to 
retd. 1 thought of my darling husband, whom I 
fancied 1 must *e®, w ho always wished to build 
her®. Then the sad thought struck mo that was 
my first widow’s house, but 1 am sure his bless¬ 
ing rests ou it. 

In 1871 the Queou witnessed tbe Scotch 
communion service one Sunday at Cr&illa® 
church, near Balmoral. She writes: 

TU© communion is most teaching and beaut! 
fui. It impressed and moved me more than I 
con express II is ImptHdbU to say how deeply 
we were imptvs*«-d by the craml simplicity of 
the service, it wait nil so truly earnest. Node- 
s ripUdn can do jtutlcr to the perfect devotion 
of the wholi- assemblage. I longed to join it. To 
se© ail these Kunple. good people In th®ir nice, 
plain dresses, including th® old woman In her 
iuutch. so luanv of whom 1 knew and some of 
whom had walked fnr. although they were In a 
deep snow, was very striking. 

Since 1873 the Queen adds: 

I have partaken of communion at Crailhie 
every autumn. 

October 30, 1S70. Princess Louts© became 
engaged to tho Marquis of Lorn©. The 
event took place, th® Queen says, during 
a walk from Uloasalt Sniel to Dhnr Loch, 
where Louis© hud gone with Lady Fly, Lordl 
l ’honcelior and Lorn®. 

Louis©, on returning nt night, told mo Lome 
had spoken of ins devotion to her nnd nad pro- 
poked to tier. She had accepted, knowing 1 
would approve. Though l«aas not unprepared 
for this result, I felt painfully the thought of 
losing her. but. naturally, 1 gave my conseut and 
could onl) pray lhat she might bo happy. 

Tho sole reference to ©vents in France in 
1670 occurs in speaking of a sermon which 


she heard in a church at Balmoral. She 

says: 

Dr. MacLeod gave such a splendid sermon on 
war. Without mentioning France, he «ud 
enough to make every on© underfund what h© 
meant when he pointed out bow Uod would puo- 
tab wickedness uud vanity aud sensuality. The 
chapters h« rr«d from wer® Isfilab xxvili. and 
from Kzekiel and Amo*. I he Psalm* were re¬ 
ally quit© wonderful for tho way tu which th*-y 
seemed to describe France, it was all admira¬ 
ble and beart-stin lag. Then th© prayers wer® 
beautiful, iu which he spok© of the sick, dying 
and wounded upon th® battle-field, and of my 
sons-iu-Iaw ana daughter®. 

In Jane, 187B, tbe Queen records tbe re¬ 
ceipt of news telling of th® death of tue 
youug Prince Impuiial: 

Brown knocked and came in. He said there 
wa* bad new a When 1. in alarm, asked what, 
r f?> lio ? 1 “ Th * young French Prince is 
killed. 1 could not take it in. aud asked sev- 
oraJ times what it meant. Beatrice then came in 
with a telegram in h**r band, and wild: ”Ob! the 
1 riuc© Iran®rial Is killed!” I feel a thrill of hor¬ 
ror now when 1 write the words. 1 put my hands 
to my head and cried out: “No! no! It can not 
be true.” Then dear Beatrice, who cried very 
much, as I did. too. gave me th© telegram. To die 
in such an awful, honibl© way Poor dear Em¬ 
press, her only child, her all, gone. I was quit® 
beside myself. Brown was so distressed and 
©very one was quite stunned. Little sleep did l 
get, ininkiag of the poor Empress, who did not 
> r*l know it. The Priuc® was so good and so 
much beloved. To think of that dear young 
man. the apple of his mother’s eye, born and 
nurtured in tho purple, dying thus 1* too fearful 
too awful.and it is inexplicable and dreadful tha 
others should not have turned rouud and f ough 
for him. 

Oue section of the diary gives recollections 
°f “ ra 7 dear, valued friend, Dr. Norman 
MacLeod,” Scotch chaplain to th© Queen, 
who is “so clover and agreeable, so kind and 
good.” It says: 

Dr. MacLeod is greatly alarmed for the Estab- 
fished Church of Scotland, as he feafN an attempt 
will bo made to pull it down; though, thank God, 
should this Church unite with the Presbyterians, 
the present Establish®] Church, it would become 
a wry strong Protestant body 1 ®*k*-d him 
about Lord Lorne, and he said he had a very high 
opinion of him. 

Duriug her excursins the Queen’s privacy 
was greatly troubled by reporters. When 
visiting Glencoe she writes: 

I he day wns beautiful aud calm. sat down 
on tb® grass for luncheon. Then 1 sketched. 
However here in tbu complete solitude, we 
were spied on by impudent, inquisitive reporters 
wbo followed us everywhere, une in particular, 
who writes for some Scotch paper, lay down and 
watched us with a telescope, dttf^ed me and Bea¬ 
trice when wo wers walking about, aud was most 
impertinent. When Brown went tu tell him to 
moTt* fa® went away. At last Brown enme back 
saying lie thought thore would have been a fight, 
tor when Brown said the Queen wished him to 
iuovo away, he nald he had quit© as good a right 
to remain there as the Queen had. Brown an- 
swered Ve*ry strongly mat the highest gentlemen 
of England would not do what be did, much Use 
a man.v reporter. Ulher reporters camo up and 
advised tho man to com© away quietly. 

I be concluding page is devoted to tb© death 
of Brown. It con talus these suatences: 

Hit, loss to me is irreparable, for he deservedly 
posst-esyd my confidence, lie served me truly, 
devotedly, untiringly To say he is daily and 
hourly mused by me, nn® whose life-long grati¬ 
tude he won by constant card and devotion, is 
but a feeble expression of the truth. 

So far os its political interest is concerned 
tho book is throughout intensely disuppoint- 
ing. Ail the Queen’s remarks hav® direct 
relation to per*uiml emotion Even her al 
lupous to tbo Egyptian war and th© battle 
of Tel Ll Kiber her only thought is for the 
safety of the Duke of Connaught. Th® 
“Diary” says: 

On lb© ©v® of the attack I prayed earnestly for 
my darhug child, and longed for the morrow to 
arn ve. 

f The next day she get* a telegram nnnounc- 
,u f> i?r©at victory nud repuiting the’Duke 
wed, and that h^ had behaved admirably, 
^•hereupon she says: 

J felt unbounded Joy and gratitude. 1 showed 
the telegram to Beatrice aud embraced h©r 
warmly, saving: “What joy and pride and cause 
or thankfulness we hnv® to know Dial our dar¬ 
ing 1* safe, aud so much praivd. 1 feel quae 
beside myself with joy and gratitude, though 
grieved to think of our los^s. “

Iho Fall of Richelieu—A touching Incident of 
(he tail french Hall.

Among tho eager throng of duncerq at the 
French Amnio ball last week was an enthu¬ 
siastic youth disguised os Cardinal Richolieu, 
who entered iuto tbo spirit of the proceed¬ 
ings with a zeet w hich commanded attention, 
not unmixed with admiration. His costum© 
was a master-piece of art; his tarpsichoroan 
whirls a remarkable combination of athletics 
and “cancan.” Occasionally bo visited a 
lut.© group at theund of the room, coaipused 
ot Mari© Antoinette, the Marchioness of 
Pompadour, and ia belle Gabrieli©, ail stand¬ 
ing together oblivious of anachrouism. * 

ihu jmrtv, including the ministerially 
clad youth, wer© th© members of a French 
boarduig-houtfo In this city. They met 
every morning and ©very evening at the 
saino well-appointed table, and Richelieu 
was the object of no littlo amount of envy 
among them, having, he said, a beautiful^ 
suite of bachelor’s apartments somewhere 
up town, no oue could say precisely where, 
lie sustained his reputation for “cine” that 
uight by his wondrous and costly attir©. 
But the' ball drew to oji end, and the bizarre 
ctMtumes must b© cast aside as frivolities 
having no connection with the unromnntic 
»trugglo of every-day life. Tho youth bade 
farewell to Marie Antoinette, Gabrieile and 
La Pompadour. It seamed to them that he 
was unnecessarily sorrowful, but they at¬ 
tributed it to the fatigue which his giddy 
©volutions must have produced. He cou. 
ducted them to th© street-car and saw tho 
future of France foreshadowed in the bitter 
irony which placed Marie Antoinette in that 
democratic vebiclo. 

But ou the ’morrow he came not to the 
French boarding house. Tne anxiety of 
Manana was as nothing compared with that 
of Marie Antoinette, now in plain every-day 
clothes. Tho second and third days after tiio 
ball pnssed slowly away, and Richelieu had 
not b©eu heard <*f. Grave fear* w®re enter¬ 
tained. All sorts of thuonos likely to account 
for his absence w»re Jjroiight forward. Sui¬ 
cide alone denied the only correct explana¬ 
tion. Richelieu bad never befor© been awny 
from one tri al. Ho had bc©u heard on on® 
occfisiou to ask whether life w©r© wortb liv- 
iug. The address of his beautiful suite of 
furnished apartment* was, however, un¬ 
known; every trace was therefore removed. 
J ust as the good people in tbe boarding-house 
w©re about to send a communication to po¬ 
lice headquarters, and were preparing lo 
rake up ©very little act connected with Rich¬ 
elieu’s private life, or to recollect bis ©very 
irrelevant expression, in the most approved 
fashion, and alter the latest missing-man 
st vie, a not© was received. It was addressed 
to* tii® unstress of th© boarding-house, La 
Pompadour. “Come and see mo, or sond 
$10,” it ran. “lain sick and almost starved. 
I live in Bleocker street.” 

La Pompadour chose the less expensive 
alternative, and went to see poor Richelieu— 
for from him the nolo hod come. In a tiny 
bail room, up a quantity of stairs, which re¬ 
duced th© buxom Pompadour to a condition 
of breathlessness* the ex-minister lay, pal® 
aud haggard. Beside him ou a chair was bis 
expensive costume. Un tii© pegs around th® 
room no other garment could 1 h> seen. 

“What is thisF’ n^ked La Pompadour, re¬ 
straining a stuff©. 

“I am starved,” said poor Richelieu, rais¬ 
ing hmiaolf on bis elbow; “for three iayi I 
hav© had no iood. 1 will confess to you, 
madame. That suit,” he said, pointing to 
tue costumo ho bad graced at th© ball. “Lhat 
suit I borrowed. 1 imd no mouoy to pay for 
it. Youlb, however, knows no obstacles. I 
loft my every-day clothes—the only one* I 
possess—and came awny a* Richelieu. I ex¬ 
pected money that very evening, but it did 
not com©. Had l appeared in tho street ns 
Richelieu, 1 shudder to think what my fato 
would hav© boon. I lay in b©d and would 
have died sooner than confess, only I found 
dying, wbeu it came to the point, very un¬ 
pleasant.” 

La Pompadour was touched. She pro¬ 
duced *10, hurried tp tbe ruthless disguise- 
lender’s on the Bowery, obrninod Uicueliou’s 
original garments, and resturedlhim, a wiser 
aud a sadder youth, to tho busom of his 
boarding-house.

The London Standard says: 

“The Senate to-day, ofter a discussion which 
occupied the whole sitting, passed clause 8 .f 
the extraordinary budget, which empowers the 
Bank of France to issue notes to the further value 
of 300 .CMju. 000 francs This raise* tho limit of 
issue to 600.000,000 franc*. The Government 
had originally proposed to glvo the bank unlim¬ 
ited liberty as regard the Issue of nolo-., but this 
proposal was rejected by the Chamber of Depu¬ 
ties. Among tne speaker* who supported the 
extension voted was M. Leon Say. 1 Mu -eminent 
financier even advocated no restriction whatever 
upon the issue of notes. To insure n sound 
Circulation, h© said, gold must i>© 
made au international merchandise, aud 
it was therefore necessary to have 
an unlimited supply exportable of notes capable 
of being imraeulately exchanged for gold. The 
bank, in possession of the absolute rigid of issue, 
would never nbu-*? that right, and if the burnt 
t\ere tempted to monopolist* all the metaU in ex¬ 
change for 1U notes, the Government could check 
it. Another reason for an unlimited issue was 
the need of the French Lhrw-elves frequently to 
Change thrir silver for bank notes In 1*76 tho 
question of the ii<eue of note* Could not be settled 
because of the debt of 7OO.COu.0OO francs then 
owed by tb© treasury to the Bank of Franca. 
But since 1870 there lincl been no inconvtnienct? 
In abolishing the limitation of i^tie, and it was 
desirable that the system prevailing previous to 
Jb70 should be reverted to as enrlv a* possible. 
In regard to this question, M Loon Snv said be 
would always support the MluURer of t loanee. *

Senators f,ow, Thomas and Nelson, comprising 
the Publiq Health Committee of the Senate, held 
a special session to day to listen to argument in 
favor of additional legislation for tho purpose of 
regulating the sale of oleomargarine. On behalf 
of tho oleomargarine interest.s Mr. Louis Mendel, 
of Grove street. New York City, appeared. He 
is a member of a firm of oleomargarine manufac¬ 
turers. Dr. Pooler and Edward W. Martin, btnte 
Inspector of New York, appeared for the com¬ 
mutes of the Senate, and also in the dairy butter 
and milk Interest of Orange county. Mr. Men¬ 
del was subjected to a severe examination aud 
cross-examination by those present, but otood hio 
ground unflinchingly. He th*-]ared among other 
things that i-30,000,000 worth of buttcrine was 
sent from Holland to England yearly. Witoi-s.^ 
then described the processor manufacturing oleo¬ 
margarine. 

The Chairman—What methods have you of 
texting the purity of the fnt you purchase for 
your product: 

Mr. Mendel—By the taste, [laughter. J 1 sell 
my oleomargarine by the hundreds of packAgex 
at the New York Mercantile Exchange, where 
they have a call. Our product has a good sale. 1 
sell it to huye communion houses. We do not 
export any, for the reason that the Dutchmen 
cun oiMt on on compellllou They can make it 
cheaper tuan we can here. It now fetches about 
14r a pound here. That price gives us a small 
profit. At present, in New York and surround¬ 
ings. about 20,000 packages are hold a week. 
Com mission men sell it to dealers; but 1 can not 
tell how the consumer gets it. 

Chairman—What issiteno? 

Witness—Suene Is Inrd mixed with butter. In 
wlmt proportion 1 can uotaay. .Suene fchipmeuu 
from Chi; ago every week amount to four or five 
thousand packages. It is sold in New York at 
about 25c per pound, buene is sold for more

Counsel for Committee—Can you tell us wheth¬ 
er this suene or oleomargarine Is sold for butter? 
Witness—1 never follow ItnfterJ sell it. 

Counsel 'sharply)—Give us a direct answer. 
Witness—That's my answer, sir. I don't know. 

If you go to Delmonico's or the Brunswick and 
have suene cooked with your meals, you will get 
far belter for jrour money than if you bad dairy 
butter. 

Chairman—How much of this suene or oleodo 
we g*‘i on the hotel tabic* as butter! 

Witness—'Tlmt s for you to judge, sir; not me. 
Dr. Fooler sold that in 18S3 thore was about 
20.000,000 pounds of oleomargarine sold In New 
York state. The oleomargarine men commenced 
with about one fifth of milk; now they used 
abouia one-tweUih. This, ho estimated. dD 
placed 239.200,000 quarts of milk from its legiti¬ 
mate purpose. Ho thought people would not 
buy oleomargarine If It. had to lie sold for wlmt 
it was. Tho Doctor then spoke of tho manner in 
which some of the fot was obtained which **n- 
tcred into tho composition of the oleomargarine, 
and Senator Thomas prised for information 
relative to the health or the cattle from which 
the fat was taken. Tho Doctor entered Into an 
elaborate scientific statement on the alleged dan 
gerous ingredients which oleomargarine Is said 
to contain, which your West Side merchanta 
need not be troubled with now. The committee 
hope to reach New York in about a fortnight. 

Wheat In Etanwllle. 

An exchange says; 

“A lot of 50.000 bushels red winter wheat was 
sold yesterday in Evansville, Did., at $1 08. H 
came (rmn Kansas, and was bought for domestic 
mills. This is about the same price as could have 
b^en obtained in New York, with no allowance 
for difference in transportation." 

The Y'ew York Cotton Rules. 

The Governing Committee of the Cotton Ex¬ 
change has prepared the new sot of rul«a govern¬ 
ing commissions, which will bo posted and re¬ 
main on the bulletin board for ten days, the Ex¬ 
change then votlug on them as a whole. They 
are as follows: 

The rates of commission shall be as follows: 
Section 06. Twelve and one-half cents per bale 
for each Ai d every bale bought or sold, when the 
transaction is made for any party not a member 
of this Exchange. 

Seven and one-half cents per bale for each and 
every bale bought or sold, when the tran-*action 
is made lor any member of the Exchange who 
bAs not a permanent office established In thecity 
of New York within half a mile of the Exchange, 
as prescribed by article viii, section 95, of tnego 
by-laws, aud recorded in accordance with the re* 
quiremenU of section aforesaid. 

Two and one-half cents p* r bale for each and 
every bale bought or sold, when the transaction 
is made for any member of the Exchange who 
has his office permanently in the city of New 
York, and within the limits and under the condi¬ 
tions prescribed in Section 95 above quoted; ex- 
t 11 i-mber merely buys nr 

sells for anotbrr (giving up his principal at or be¬ 
fore 3 p. u. of the day of the transaction 1 and 
does not accept or carry the contract, the rate of 
coinmissitm shall be 1 cent for each and every 
bale thus bougt\t or sold. 

In any Joint account transaction between a 
member and a party not a member, the regular 
coinmisalou of 12*6 cents per bale must be 
charged. 

All partners not members must be charged the 
full rate of 12*6 cents por bale upon their indi¬ 
vidual business. _ 

Real Fatale in i'hlrago. 

The opinions of a few agents who have failed, 
so far. to secure any considerable trade this year 
should not be taken as un index of the present 
real estate movement. As is shown in the in- 
stanoes of sales made during last week, which 
appear At the end of this article, the market has 
developed an active phase, and tho matured 
transactions indicate out a tithe of the actual 
business doing. It would be difficult to point to 
a time since 1872 when a heavier inquiry existed, 
or when the inquiry htt^so great an element of 
decision and earnestness, not to say enthusiasm, 
in it. Results will certainly show up brightly In 
a short time, and It is deemed not unlikely that 
the large claims made bv the sanguine at tho 
opening of Januarv will.be fully realDed. espe¬ 
cially in the line or important investments.

The Great MisMioner at C/iri*t’« Ctiureh — 
Yesterday *# l ontinurd Services 
Largely Attended by 
All Ctasvrs. 


THE DIS00UR8ES SUMMARIZED- 


Last night the fashionable Episcopal sanc¬ 
tuary, oo Second street, Cbmt church, had 
a mixed audience attending the unusual ser¬ 
vice conducted there by Dr. F. Courtney. 
After the usual ritual, conducted by Mr. 
Charles Craik, tbo missioner spoke, saying: 

“In the third chapter of Hebrews and thir¬ 
teenth verse are the words, ‘Lest auy of you 
bo hardened through the deceitfulnese of ain.’ 
There are," he continue-!, “two thing* char¬ 
acteristic of sin. Its character, deceitful; 
it* effect, hardening. No ono likes to be 
cheated nor become bard. Sin is deceitful 
in many ways. Pir*t it *ays wbat is natural 
i§ right; what you desire take, as Eve did; 
the was deceived. Agaiu you have power: 
uie it says sin. You Lave passions; indulge 
them says sin. Bin leads men to Risk, why 
didn’t God make mo different if it is wrong 
to do as I desire? Any child can tell you, you 
would be a mere machine had not 
God given you power to choose good or evil. 
»Siu deceives iu saying you can sin for a mjr- 
*on and quit when you please. Siu *ay» its 
pleasures are permanent. Sin has four 
pleasures—first, baviug your own way; sec¬ 
ond, being emancipated; third, gratification; 
fourth, pleasure of concealment. AU aro 
fleeting; pleasures pall. Sin says it is atriflo; 
a dram occasionally is nothing, bin’s great¬ 
est deceit is, that it tells you it can be re¬ 
pented of any time. There conies a time 
when it is too iato; you can’t repent, your 
heart is hardened. Beware of tbo world, 
appearances are deceitful; beware of tho 
fl^-sh, the heart is deceitful above measure; 
beware of tho devil, satan is transformed 
into an angel of light. All are deceitful! 
And tun hardens. God’* word don’t affect 
you a* it once did. ^ ou aro hardouvd 
against the Holy Spirit; you are hardened 
against God’s cho^tenings. Your amens to 
Rector Craik’s prayers for the flood to cease 
are blasphemy if you do not leave off somo 
sin. You dou’fc road your Bibles. You 
know nothing of it; nothing of it* ethnology, 
geography, etc. You read newspaper* 
•very day and knotv ail about them. 
You know where the market reports ore, 
but don’t know where God's promise* in tho 
Gib it) are. *Ah,’ lie says, ‘is not my word a 
flrotomclt tho hard hearts f’ Read your 
Bible. It will take away iho glamour of 
sin; it will lead you to hato sin, aud say, *1 
will sin no more.’ ” 

Ur. Courtney closed with a short prayer 
and said: “Now, those who do not stay to 
the after-meeting will go quietly away; do 
not talk tih far outride the church.” 

He and Rector Craik laid aside their white 
robes. Mr. Craik came and took n rear seat 
in the congrcguUou, and Dr. Courtnoy l*e- 
gait a second address, prefacing it with tho 
Lord’s Braver, followed by un extempora¬ 
neous pray or. Several ladie* came in, also a 
few yenilemon. Ex-Gov. Blackburn came 
iu just before this. 

Tho uiisrioner said: "I want to speak a 
little about sin itself. Sin is so small, yet it 
Um every heart, house, town, city, country; 
has been in every age, and will be till Jimus 
comes. 

[Several colored people were in the audi¬ 
ence. one of whom came up the aisle, to 
whom iho Doctor said, “Looking for some¬ 
thing? Look sharp ana go away, and say 
you can’t fiud it." He went.] 

m Sm sin in Edcr.; follow on, there is a 
dead body—u brother murdered; theu the 
flood; next, cities are burned; siu, sin did it. 
The history of the world is a history of wars 
caused by sin Tho Saviour came, the only 
pure wnltrss One. He wan sorrowful; sin 
caused it. A heathen who had never heard 
of Jesus said if the w'orid ever bad a sinle&s 
man bis fellow-men would murder hitu. 
This they did. Bin is a violation of law, not 
of conscience; there is one law, there are 
seven kinds of consciences. Conscience is a 
judge, not a law. Tho law don’t make sin; 
it shows it* existence. God sees you a thief 
before you steal. Is there uo escape? 
Ah, yes; aud l eay, escape for your 
life. For sin ends like tho Hobok 
game trap of Africa, in sure death, 
it ends in your death or the death of Jesus. 
Ask God to teach you bow it is that Christ 
takes your stead. For the Lord hath laid on 
Him the iniquities of us eli. Be like the 
Eunuch and Philip. Let it be so with you 
to-ulght. Let us pray.” After an extem¬ 
poraneous prayer the congregation retired. 

A TALK WITH DR. COURTNEY. 

Lc an interview with a reporter Dr. 
Courtney talked very plea-uutiy of hi* 
mission: 

“I have been here before,” said he. M I 
was here* about seven years ago when your 
city had that riot." 

•‘And did you preach then?” 

“Y®* t 1 preached in Christ's, Grace, aud 
Kt. Pam’s churches, and also went out with 
Mr. Cornwall to oountry churches aud 
pi ©ached.” 

“How long was vour visit?” 

“1 came to stay three weeks, and remained 
six.” 

“How long will your preiont miraion be?” 

“1 will continue at least till Monuay, Feb¬ 
ruary 18.” 

“Have you held many mission*?” 

“Weil, I oan’t say. I have been in Holy 
order twenty years. I have been iu this 
country eight, years; am rector of St. Paul, 
at Boston, Maas, i dou’t think vou have my 
idea of a mission. It is strictly a church 
mission. Indeed I shall be dLappoimed if 
there are what yon may term six conver¬ 
sions from the outside world during the mis¬ 
sion. But 1 shall be div*Ati*fi«d if, at tho 
mission's close, there are not scores in the 
church who shall resolve to lead a better, 
holier life.’’ 

“Yours is not then the ordinury mLaion 
for sinners?” 

“No, sir; I don’t care to have the confes¬ 
sions or testimony of such Mnn«fr». Idou’t 
believ«* in a reformed drunkard telliug peo- 
pie how to be temperate, nor in Bon. Hogan, 
the converted prize-lighter, telling people 
how to be peaceable. For such men to ad¬ 
dress my congregation would do more harm 
than good.’’ 

“You will build up the church inside, 

theu?” 

“Exactly. 1 shall have three objects in 
view: l will first try to gvtall tob,* bap- 
tired who have uot been: secondly, 1 shall 
endeavor to have nil cotitirmrd who huv© 
not tx*m; and, thirdly. I will induce all that 
1 can to participate in the Holy L'ommumou, 
for thereby is imparted the graco of God.” 

“Do you mean iu the v»*ry act of com¬ 
muning the gro«*e of God i* received?’*

Mamnlry'* Theater. 

“The Romany Uys” wa* presented at Macau- 
icy * Theater lust night to a good house. The 
plav was written by George It Sims, who seems 
to have put into U every thiug he could not find 
room for in the “Lights o’ London. *’ The story 
is long and the plot.though comparatively simple, 
is worked out through such a variety of charac¬ 
ters and tortuous details as to mak« it seem intri¬ 
cate. There are thirty-six speaking parts in the 
cast, aud almost every phase of Ufv is represent¬ 
ed. from the slums of London to the wholesome 
atmosphere of country opulence. The movement 
i-» rapid, which to a greet extent compensate# for 
the length, and the crowding of incident. It is 
rich hi opportunities for scenic effects, and in tills 
re-pect has not beon equaled by anything pre- 
seutrd here. While the scenery ia not of uniform 
interest it is all freah, and at lea>t three of the 
views are equal to all that ho* been claimed 
for them. The scene at the close of 
tbo Aral act, representing “Craig's nest,” 
with the river b-voud in deep perspective, lighted 
br a brilliant sunset; the distant view of Londun 
from Hampton rood, the scene of Hampton race¬ 
course. with booths and Gypsy ramp in tlio fore¬ 
ground aud the river iu the distance, were all 
fine, and displayed a depth of perspective, rich¬ 
ness of color and completeness of illu¬ 
sion not often found Iu f-lftgv settiug. 
The wreck of the Saratoga, which ia the climax 
of the piece, was not ao felicitous in effect as tho 
other views mentioned, probably owing to tho 
fact that Hu ge breakers never wm to br quite at 
home on shore, but apart from the waves, the 
sinking of the wreck was vivid and realistic. 
There were one or two good street scenes, nnd 
the cellar in the Black Croft waaalso worthy of 
mention. 

The cast was mainly good. Mr Jas. Hardie as 
Romany Ryt, or the Gypsy gentleman, did some 
very clover acting in the fourth acL Mr P. A. 
Anderson, ns Joe ffeckrtt, took the meet difficult 
role, with fair success, and Mr Chss. Butler 
made an amusing Ross Anurff. Miss Sara Von 
Leer, as Gertie ffcckett, played her part accept¬ 
ably. and the remaining parts were In good 
hands. The play will he presented through th* 
week.
